The money market continues depressed in 
spite of the improved state of affairs, 
through the country and the increased demand 
for funds consequent on the moving of 
the crops. This is due to the large accumula- 
tion of funds at all of the financial centers, and 
not until the reserves at the interior cities are 
very much depleted, can we expect any 
material improvement in this market. The 
supply of money is so large that it is predicted 
the market will be easy, with no change in the 
rate until the end of the year, even in the face 
of a large deniand from the interior.

ANOTHER INVESTIGATION AT THE 
APPRAISER’S OFFICE. 


It is reported from Washington that 
orders have beenissued from the Treas- 
ury Department to the investigation 
commission now at work in Boston, to 
begin an investigation of the New 
York Appraiser’s office as soon as pos- 
sible. These orders it is claimed are 
based upon a secret report that a cas- 
ual inquiry into matters of appraise- 
ment at New York indicate a startling 
state of affairs and an apparent disre— 
gard of laws and regulations. This is 
another surprise to the attaches of the 
appraiser’s department, who were un- 
aware that a second investigation was 
found necessary. The court of inquiry 
occupied considerable time in a former 
effort to ventilate alleged dark doings, 
but we failed to hear of any merchant 
being called to give evidence. The 
public has not been advised of the re- 
sult of the first investigation, and we 
suppose the commission has teen called 
to go over the same ground to satisfy 
the Treasury Department. There may 
be something in the fact that Secretary 
Manning is daily in receipt of numer- 
ous letters from merchants in reply to 
his request for opinions on the ad 
valorem tariff system. He has evi- 
dently received complaints of the for-

BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 

There is a general feeling that busi- 
ness is certainly better. This feeling 
has been outlined in the daily press 
reports and confirmed in a measure by 
opinions of city merchants, published 
in another column of this paper. 
Commercial circles have not yet 
arrived at the point, however, where 
tradesmen can speak with certainty of 
an actual and permanent improve- 
ment. Too many persons are yet 
disposed to doubt the existence ofa 
change which has transformed a pro- 
longed season of depression into imme- 
diate prosperity; they have entertained 
similar opinions before now, but found 
they had mistaken a spasmodic spurt 
for the turning point in the tide of 
business. On the other hand, evidence 
isnot wanting of a substantial im- 
provement in some lines of drugs, 
chemicals, paints and dyestuffs, but it 
is of a conservative character and de- 
void of speculative interest. The 
enlarged movement of goods reported 
was not prompted by a desire to lay in 
heavy stocks iu anticipation of higher 
prices, but was the result of legitimate 
trade requirements. The same policy 
is pursued of buying only to cover 
actual necessities, and while this is 
continued, trade will be on a healthy 
basis. This is a safe precaution ob- 
served in times of depression, and as it 
serves to bring about a restoration of 
prosperity, there is no reason why the 
practice should be substituted for 
reckless buying on the part of con- 
sumers and houses treating with con- 
sumers, unless justified by an expected 
scarcity of the article wanted. 

An increased business is reported 
over the same time last year by most 
houses and the many inquiries would 
indicate a very good fall trade. Busi- 
ness failures are much below the 
average in number and a stronger 
feeling of confidence seems to be taking 
fasthold. From Boston we learn there 
is a fair seasonable activity in most 
lines of trade. Business is quite active 
in the Philadelphia textile trades and 
the general situation there is improv- 
ing. Trade is fair in Cleveland and 
indicatious encouraging. There is a 
marked improvement reported at Cin- 
cinnati over the business of the pre- 
vious week and much larger than the 
corresponding week of last year. 
There is a moderate increase in trans- 
actions at Chicago, with a remarkable 
change in the comments of business 
men, who are all talking improvement. 
A good sorting up trade is promised 
for Burlington, Iowa. General busi- 
ness continues good at St Paul, with a 
considerable increase in every depart- 
ment over previous years. The outlook 
is better at Memphis, and San Fran- 
cisco is doing a fair volume of business.

BROWN SUGAR OF LEAD IN A 
BETTER POSITION. 


The market for brown sugar of lead 
is experiencing a reaction from the 
lowest figures ever known for the arti- 
cle, and still the average price bas not 
been reached by the advance. The 
better appreciation of values has been 
prompted bya largely increased de- 
mand, short supplies and the firmer 
feeling for litharge and pig lead. The 
market has ruled extremely low for 
over a year and as the consumptive 
outlet has been limited to about four 
hundred tons per annum, the few man- 
ufacturers of the article curtailed pro- 
duction to the smallest possible 
amount. The margin of profit, if any, 





















































was 80 insignificant as to discourage 


some of the small producers, who 
dropped the article after a short ex- 
perience.

IS IT A CASE OF PECKSNIFF ? 
We trust it will be shown that there 


is some mistake about the interviews 
which we reprint to-day from the 
Butler Times and Pittsburg Dispatch, 
which on their face would tend to 
show that the Pittsburg Pipe Line is 
developing a tendency to squeeze the 
confiding producer who allows it to get 
the ‘“‘under holt” on him. If there is 
no mistake and the facts are actually 
as there alleged, confidence in human 
nature has received a blow from which 
it can never, or hardly ever, recover, 
As is well known, the Pittsburg Pipe 
Line is none other than Messrs. Hold- 


ship & Irwin of Pittsburg; and as is 


equally well known, Messrs. Heldship 


& Irwin of Pittsburg are independent 
philanthropists and wholly disinter- 
ested friends of the producer. There 
ought to be no doubt about this, for 
they themselves have said it, and it’s 
greatly to their credit. It is true that 
they once belonged to the great 
monopoly; but the latter’s crimesin 
the way of discrimination and other 
injustice became so flagrant that the 
aroused conscience of Messrs. Holdship 
& Irwin compelled them aliof asudden 
to flee in horror from the den of the 
octopus even as fled the saints of old 
from Sodom and Gomorrah. At the 
time of this occurrence, it was gener- 
ally supposed that their exodus was 
compulsory; but the above is their 
own revised version of the incident, 
and as such, must be implicitly be- 
lieved. Thenceforward, Messrs. Hold- 
ship & Irwin have waged noisy and 
bitter war upon their quondam ally. 
They have even gone to the length of 
laying several miles of pipe with the 
avowed purpose of making the sable- 
souled Standard quake in its despotic 
shoes. They have called the attention 
of the newspapers to their noble work 
of emancipating Butler county, and 
have asked the editors of Western 
Pennsylvania; to let the editorial col- 
umn resound with the clang of their 
great battle with the National Transit 
Co. And when this was done, Messrs. 
Holdship & Irwin of Pittsburg have 
repeatedly stood erect before the pro- 
ducers and independent refiners, and, 
slightly advancing the right leg, have 
smiled grandly and said, ‘‘eW cannot 
tell a lie; we are doing all this with our 
little pipe line.” 

It is difficult for the human mind to 
conceive of a more inspiring spectacle 
of true goodness than that presented 
by these gentlemen during the several 
weeks that have elapsed since the O11, 
PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER first dis- 
covered the Pittsburg pipe line and 
held it up before the admiring world. 
To haye this spectacle marred, even 
temporarily, by an unreasonable oil 
farmer who insists that Messrs. Hold- 
ship & Irwin are guilty of discrimina- 
tion and oppression according to their 
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limited opportunity, is indeed hard. 
If the farmer’s complaint is well found- 
ed, the philanthropic posing of these 
worthies becomes a sham, and the 
theory that their apparent enmity to 
the Standard is as hypocritical as their 
professed friendship for the producer 
gains prodigiously in strength. But 
then, perhaps the farmer is mistaken. 
Let us wait and see; and meanwhile 
let us hope for the best.

STATISTICAL POSITION OF 
BRIMSTONE. 

The brimstone market is not ina 
position to be maintained if we are to 
accept the movement from the source 
of supply since the opening of the year 
as a barometer of values. The United 
States received 62,644 tons from Janu- 
aryitoJune 31, in comparison with 
47,416 tons same time last year, accord- 
ing to the statistics furnished us by 
Luzzatto & Co. of this py: the 
receipts continued to increase at the 
end of the six months, as last June re- 
corded arrivals of 16,596 tons against 
7,819 tons same month last year. The 
ports in the United States which show 
an increase over the previous six 
months are New York and Charleston, 
the former having received 30,009 tons 
against 20,493 tons or an increase of 
9,516 tons and the latter 5,463 against 
8,296 tons, a difference of 2,167 tons. Of 
the New York importations,about 3000 
tons were unsold and in store at the 
end of last June. There is a deficit of 
6,085 tons for this year in the amount 
taken by Philadelphia, the figures be- 
ing 6,428 against 11,513 tons, while oth- 
er ports are about the same. The stock 
in New York is placed at 6,000 tons and 
Baltimore 2,500 tons against nothing 
same period last year. This is uuusu- 
ally large, considering that most of the 
consumers appear tobe well stocked or 
to have contracted for their Winter 
supplies. The new meltings also come 
in freely about this time to all the load- 
ing portsin Sicily, thus necessitating 
prompt realization and a consequent 
depression of the market. 

The exports from Sicily to all ports 
show a material decrease, while the 
stock in Sicily at the end of August was 
reported tobe much larger than the 
previous year. The receipts from that 
country during the first six months of 
this year were 196,751 tons in compari- 
son with 204,409 for same time in 1884, 
or a decrease of 7,658tons. The stock 
in Sicily at the end of last June was 
90,190 tons against 80,000 tons sume 
time in 1884,

THE NAVAL STORES MARKET. 


The recapitulation of the naval 
stores business for the year ending 
September 1, as found in the special 
commercial editions of Southern 
Papers, would leave the impression 
that the statistical position of spirits 
of turpentine and rosin, so far as re- 
ceipts are concerned, justifies a better 
appreciation of values. The decrease 
in the receipts at Savannah, Wilming- 
ton and Charleston, within the time 
specified amounts to seventeen per 
cent. Inthe last two years Wilming- 
ton is said to have lost twenty-six per 
cent in spirits and twenty-three per 
cent in rosin. Charleston loses thirty- 
eight per cent in spirits and twenty- 
seven per cent in rosin, while Savannah 
is more fortunate by making a gain in 
rosin and dropping but four per cent 
of spirits of turpentine receipts. 

Supplies of spirits have been ac- 
cumulating at all the ports, principally 
on account of the previous high prices 
preventing the usual consumptive 
outlet. The stocks on hand September 
1, as compared with the same period 


of last year are as follows:

The total increase in the amount of 
stock on hand over this date last year 
reaches 16,527 casks of spirits turpen- 
tine and 29,782 casks of rosin. The 
trade fully expected the short produc- 
tion to equal the deficit in the limited 
movement for consumption, but the 
unusual depression in all business cir- 
cles, together with the speculative ad- 
vance in price just at the time when 
manufacturers lay in their fall and 
winter supplies, caused an unsettled 
and unsatisfactory condition of affairs, 
followed by a temporary embargo on 
trade. Production was stimulated by 
the high prices which ruled during 
midsummer. but since then it has been 
curtailed slightly and traders gene- 
rally look for a steady market.

CHLORATE OF POTASH. 

The operations at Hell Gate and re- 
newed prosperity in the calico printing 
and other trades which use chlorate of 
potash, has caused an unusual demand 
for the article. Importers and dealers 
of both English and French have found 
it difficult to meet the increased orders, 
as supplies of crystals on spot are about 
exhausted, while the same condition 
of affairs is reported from abroad. 
Philadelphia and Boston parties have 
been in this market for stock at any 
price to meet pressing demands and 
rather high prices have been realized 
in several instances. Some holders of 
small lots of crystals and powdered, 
are quoting extreme figures, but the 
offering of other lots to arrive has pre- 
vented a more important advance in 
the general market. It is not known 
how much is on the way, but it cannot 
be a large amount, as importers were 
not expecting such a rush of orders 
after a prolonged season of depression 
which is still experienced on the other 
side and has been the potent factor in 
influencing manufacturers to curtail 
production. They were not prepared 
for the reaction on this side and the 
consequence is, they are sold ahead 
with business considerably delayed. 
The important advance in price which 
has already taken place is well main- 
tained and the outlook is for a firm 
market. As the manufacture of chlo- 
rate of potash is controlled by a com- 
bination, there can be no increase in 
production of English unless ordered 
by the combination.

TALLOW NOT FAVORED AS A 
LUBRICANT. 


An interesting discussion on lubri- 
cants was indulged in by twelve mem- 
bers of the Western Railway Club ata 
recent meeting held in Chicago, to 
which exceptions are to be taken. The 
controversy was introduced by a mem- 
ber desiring to know what lubricant 
was generally used for engine valves. 
On the Rock Island road, he said, a 
special brand of valve oil was used. 
This statement provoked a reply from 
another railroad man in the audience 
who said he never found anything so 
satisfactory as tallow, which ought to 
be rectified to remove the acid, A 
third speaker had never heard any- 
thing against tallow except its corro- 
sive tendency, but remarked that more 
waste was caused in giving out tallow 
than with oil. Another member gave 
it as his experience that the treatment 
of tallow with bichromate of soda 
removed its corrosive action, but the 
last speaker uttered the cream of the 
debate when he said that the acid of 
tallow could not be removed without 
destroying the lubricant. Many chem- 
ists, here and in Europe, he said, had 
tried to neutralize the acid and had 
never succeeded. 

The latter statement cannot be dis- 
puted. Tallow contains about ninety 
per cent of fat acid. Any means that 


could be adopted for the neutralization 
of the acid destroys its character as a 
fat and converts it into a machine 
grease which has none of the physical 
qualities of tallow. The destructive 
action of tallow constantly apparent 
in locomotive cylinders is necessarily 
occasioned by the action of the steam 
always admitted into the cylinders 
under high pressure. This corrosive 
effect of animal fats is so fully appre- 
ciated by almost all master mechanics 
that pure unmixed petroleum cylinder 
oils have been preferred by most of 
the larger railroads, and their use is 
very rapidly increasing for every sort 
of cylinder lubrication. This is not 
only true of American railroads, but it 
is equally true regarding the manufac- 
tories and railroads of the world. 

The desirable quality which has 
made tallow so universally used in the 
past for lubrication, is its high viscosity 
under great heat, but during the last 
year pure petroleum cylinder oils hav- 
ing « much higher viscosity or ‘‘body” 
than tallow, even at the very highest 
temperatures, have been quite exten- 
sively sold; and in the minds of the 
best judges, this achievement leaves 
little to be desired in cylinder oils, for 
they are absolutely without action on 
metals under all circumstances.

THE DUTY ON OUTER COVERINGS. 


It was expected that as the Treasury 
Department had exempted from duty 
the value of boxes or outside coverings 
containing castile soap, as by instruc- 
tions in an official circular issued last 
March, that the same authority would 
realize the necessity of extending the 
ruling to other articles of merchandise, 
but instead of a remedy, the importers 
have been compelled to pay for the ig- 
norance of special agents of the Gov- 
ernment, who ‘Move in a mysterious 
way their wonders to perform.” The 
complaints are renewed over the re- 
markable way in which the tariff laws 
are interpreted in the interest of the 
Government, and they will continue 
until the whole subject is intelligently 
reviewed in all its bearings bySecretary 
Manning. 

Only the fancy and unusual cover- 
ings of goods are liable to duty, while 
the usual and necessary ‘‘sacks, crates. 
boxes and coverings,” are not to be es- 
timated as part of the value, according 
to the recent ruling of judge Wallace 
in a case decided in the United States 
District Court of New York. This 
opinion sustains the views of the Treas- 
ury Department as now held by the 
Secretary, but there is still conflict 
with that authority at various ports, 
for the reason that the uncertainty of 
what constitutes a fancy covering, 
makes many a an in Government em- 
ploy a ‘‘doubting Thomas.” 

Section seven of the act of March 3, 
1883, provides that the value of the 
usual and necessary sacks, crates, 
boxes or covering of any kind shall not 
be estimated as part of their value in 
determining the amount of duties for 
which they are liable, provided they 
are not of any material or form de- 
signed to create duties thereon, or for 
use otherwise than in the bona fide 
transportation of goods to the United 
States. Wheu.w intended for other uses 
the law prescribes a duty of one hun- 
dred per cent. advalorém. A decision 
of acting secretary French in May, 
1884, caused a mountain of trouble to 
castile soap importers, but as it was 
based on neither law or justice, his 
superiors sensibly overruled it. The 
question in regard to other good, 
is still in an embryo state and 
is a source of considerable annoy- 
ance to tradesmen. They are charged 
for boxes or coverings on one invoice 
and for the next lot of goods of same 
character are not required to pay duty. 
The machinery of the customs service 
is evidentiy out of joint. 


A POINT IN FAVOR OF MENHA- 
DEN FISHING INTERESTS. 

All the hue and cry about the men- 
haden fishermen destroying food fish- 
ing along the New Jersey coast, has a 
ludicrous side to it. As stated last 
week, the local papers in that section 
have devoted columns to the agitation 
and their efforts have teen nobly sec- 
onded by a certain Philadelphia paper 
with personal interests at stake. They 
produced alleged facts and figures in 
the endeavor to influence public opin- 
ion against the menhaden fishermen, 
and the war cry of extermination at 
one time threatened to seriously im- 
pede the progress of the menhaden 
steamers, but the discussion has quiet- 
ly subsided We have instituted fur- 
ther inquiry into the matter and ascer- 
tained upon reliable authority that 
the scarcity of blue fish at their usual 
haunts is owing to their change of 
base. They have been located south of 
Long Island and are yet to be found 
feeding on a body of “shiners” about 
twenty or thirty miles from shore. 
This bait seems to satisfy the blue fish 
as they are staying close to the spot 
and leaving menhaden alone. The 
fact that an abundance of blue fish 
can be caught within three hours’ sail 
of the coast, don’t speak well for the 
intelligence and enterprise of the 
grumbling fishermen who have been 
unable to make ends meet this season. 
They must have some excuse for not 
working and to place the blame on 
menhaden steamers would seem plaus- 
ible in the minds of the uninitiated. 
One prominent fisherman of Massachu- 
setts claims that he only shipped six 
boxes of blue fish this season against 
six hundred before this date last year. 
No doubt he attributes this difference 
in his business to the inroads of the so- 
called Menhaden “pirates,” when the 
fact is, the menhaden fishermen have 
not set a seine within one hundred 
miles of his fishery. The information 
above has been corroborated by a let- 
ter received at this office during the 
week, from a well known and practi- 
eal fisherman. One way to silence 
this agitation would be to take a few 
enemies of menhaden fishing on board 
of an operating steamer and let them 
learn the truth from actual experience. 
They would then see that food fish are 
not disturbed.

WHAT CLAIMS HAVE DRUGGISTS 
AGAINST THE GOVERNMENY ? 

Two enterprising Washington attor- 
neys have formed a special partnership 
for the purpose of recovering claims, 
which they believe druggists have 
against the U. 8. Government. They 
have mailed to retail druggists in this 
city and, we believe, throughout the 
country, circulars in which they state 
that their action is taken after the 
most careful consideration of the mat- 
ter and that they are so convinced 
that there is money due druggists 
from the Government that they are 
willing to bear all expense of prosecu- 
tion for the purpose of recovering such 
money on a one-third contingent fee. 
They say: 

The money due you can only be recovered 
by suit in the Court of Claims, and the ques- 
tions involved and the magnitude of the aggre- 
gate sum at stake will undoubtedly cause the 
Government tu contest it to the end, and little 
doubt exists in our minds that if we are suc- 
cessful in our suit in the Court of Claims, which 
we hope to be, that it will be appealed to the 
highest tribunal in the land, viz: the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

All and every expense of conducting the re- 
covery of the money due you, let it be con- 
nected with our efforts in the Court of Claims 
Supreme Court or elsewhere, will be borne by 
us, if you wish us to bring suit for you, and no 
charge whatever will be made against you now 
orin the future on account of any expense 
incurred by us, nor will any sum have to be re- 
funded by you at any time. 

If we succeed, you will owe us for our ser- 
vices thirty-three and one-third per centum of 
whatever we recover, be that what it may. If 
we fail, you owe us nothing, so in no event can 
you bea loser. 

We believe that there is a considerable sum 
due you, but cannot say how much until 
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clothed with the proper authority by you to 
represent you, and can say nothing positive 
until your case is under headway and we have 
all the data necessary far calculating the size 
of your claim. 

Naturally, the question will arise: “What 
money of mine is it that it is proposed to re- 
cover?” Permit us to answer, in anticipation, 
that until some future time we must decline to 
enlighten you. Details now would endanger 
the success of the whole matter, as by the least 
publicity we would experience the interference 
of unscrupulous attorneys, who, if they could, 
would rob us of the fruits of our enterprise and 
labor. 


Blanks, for executing Power of At- 
torney and agreement as to fees, are 
inclosed, which are to be filled out by 
the druggist, who will then be in- 
formed what claims he may have 
against the Government. The agree- 
ment is a strong one, providing that 
said document shall not be affected in 
any particular by any revocation of 
the authority granted, nor by any ser- 
vices rendered by others, or by the 
party of the second part, his heirs, or 
legal representatives. By the Power 
of Attorney the druggist makes the 
gentlemen alluded to his attorneys ir- 
revocable, annulling and revoking all 
former powers of attorney or authori- 
zations whatever in the premises, to 
prosecute to a final settlement and col- 
lect any just claim, of whatever na- 
ture, which he may have upon the 
United States. The following ques- 
tions are put to druggists: 

1. How long have you dealt in drugs? 

2. State about the amount of drug sales each 
year forthe past seven years. 

8. Do you carry on any wholesale drug busi- 
ness? 

4. Do you ever import drugs direct, or did 
you ever receive unopened cases of unstamped 
goods from importers? 

5. State when you began business for your- 
self and whether you then succeeded another 
person in business or commenced a new enter- 
prise. 

6. State name and address of the person suc- 
ceeded, if living. If dead, his legal representa- 
tive. 

7. State clearly your own address and attach 
hereto one of your business circulars or cards. 

As evidence that the attorneys are 

persons who will faithfully carry out 
their contracts, they refer ‘‘by permis- 
sion” to well-known gentlemen,among 
them two prominent Washington 
pharmacists. In reply to a letter of 
inquiry from us,one of the latter gentle- 
men says that personally he has every 
confidence in the law firm in question. 
Some two months ago he consulted 
one of the firm in regard to aclaim 
against the Government, to which he 
felt justly entitled. On hearing the 
matter the lawyer remarked that what 
was law in that case would hold good 
with the majority of druggists in the 
U.8. Consultation with a legal friend 
led, says our correspondent, to the for- 
mation of a special partnership for the 
purpose of prosecating this and similar 
claims. The amount involved, we are 
told, willbe onthe average from $150 
to $300 to each druggist. Our corres- 
pondent says his own will proba- 
bly be made the test case, and that 
whatever the decision in his case, the 
same will be the decision for every 
druggist in the country. He says fur- 
ther: “If the druggists refuse to act, 
they [the attorneys] will pay me the 
amount of my claim ($225) and let the 
matter drop, rather than have every 
Tom, Dick and Harry of the legal pro- 
fession reap the fruits of their labor.” 


Having obtained a set of the Wash- 
ington circulars, a representative of 
this paper proceeded to ascertain the 
views of druggists thereon. Of a large 
number of retail pharmacists all had 
received the mysterious documents and 
all were at a loss to know what claims 
they had against the Government. 
Numerous theories were advanced, 
some of which seemed plausible and 
others altogether improbable. One 
Broadway pharmacist suggested that 
druggists had, for over twenty years, 
been unjustly required to stamp im- 
ported colognes, bay rum, proprietary 
medicines and perfumes, duty having 
been paid on these goods. He thought 
the Government had no legal right to 


demand a tax on goods which had al- 
ready paid duty. While only the larg- 
er retailers had bought the imported 
goods in original packages and stamped 
them themselves, wholesalers had made 
an additional charge for the stamps, 
the retailer thus having paid the tax 


‘in any event. In support of this theo- 


ry, he said the Government about 1862 
imposed a tax on imported wines and 
liquors in addition to duty paid; but 
that the winemen resisted on the 
ground that the goods had already 
paid duty, whereupon the Government 
yielded the point at once. A number 
were of the opinion that the matter 
had to do with the taxon alcohol, Un- 
used proprietary medicine stamps were 
suggested by one or two as affording a 
possible ground for claim, but as time 
was given for their redemption, this 
seems improbable. One intimated that 
there might be a ‘wicked partner” who 
as a Government detective, after the 
claims had been entered, would make 
charges of false claims, and offer to set- 
tle the matter for a consideration. This 
supposition, however, seems unwar- 
ranted. The majority expressed them- 
selves as unwilling to give anyone 
power of attorney, without understand- 
ing the reasons for so doing, some arg- 
uing that if they had any claim it 
would keep aud that,if a test case were 
successful, there would be no difficulty 
in securing the amount due them indi- 
vidually or through the action of the 
American Pharmaceutical or other 
association. As far as their own inter- 
ests are concerned, the only object 
druggists would have in giving the 
Washington lawyers Power of Attorney 
would be to insure action on the part 
of discoverers of claims, of the exist- 
ence of which they might otherwise 
never become cognziant. If, however, 
druggists are to be indebted, for mon- 
eys recovered to a certain party, it 
would seem just that the latter should 
receive some return for services ren- 
dered. Wholesale druggists, of whom 
we inquired regarding the matter had 
not received the circulars and could 
offer no explanation. Little inclina- 
tion is manifested on the part of retail- 
ers to take action in the matter. The 
question, however, is one which merits 
investigation. How long our Wash- 
ington correspondent has been in busi- 
ness wedo not know, but, granting 
that he has been a druggist for nine 
years, his claim of “$225” would sug- 
gest the $25 alcohol tax. Weare, how- 
ever, at present unprepared to show 
wherein the law imposing this onerous 


burden is illegal. Suggestions are in 
order.

A Philadelphian who has just returned from 
a business trip to Chili condemns unsparingly 
the proposed permanent exhibition in that 
country,which we are told was “‘concocted”’ by 
Horace N, Fisher, consul of Chili in Boston. 


The Suffolk Glass Company has been reor- 
ganized into the Boston Antique Glass Com- 
pany, which is now erecting on First street be- 
tween L and M streets, South Boston, a new 
building two stories in height 2nd 40x50 feet. 


A reduction of one cent per pound in the 
freight rate on hops from the Pacific coast to 
Eastern points has b2en made by all the trans- 
continental roads, The old rate was three 
cents per pound, The new rate went into 
effect September 2. 


Tne Canton Glass Co. have leased and are 
running the flint factory at Massillon, lately 
operated by the Sippo Valley Glass Co. The 
furnace at the Canton works has been repaired 
and started again last week with a set of work- 
men from Bellaire, Ohio.

third mill in which these gentlemen are largely 
interested.

The case of the Consolidated Fruit Jar Co., of 
Philadelphia, against Isaac E. Wormser and the 
Wormeer Glass Co., for infringement of trade 
mark, recently argued before the United States 
Circuit Court here, has been decided in favor 
of the plaintiffs and a preliminary injunction 
granted by Judge Acheson. 

Messrs. Stuart & Co. of Chicago, have an ex- 
cellent demand for their *‘Castor Grease.” This 
superior lubricant has the advantage of being 
economical as wellas useful. Messrs. Stuart & 
Co. have invented several styles of cups for the 
use of their Castor Grease which renders the 
application of the heavy lubricant automatic. 


The salt shaft which is being sunk at Greigs- 
ville, when completed promises to be one of 
the largest salt centers in western New York. 
It will take some $600,0C0 to complete opera- 
tions which are now nearly finished, and if the 
salt proves satisfactory ,buildings will be erect- 
ed which will consume some 800,000 feet of lum- 
ber. 


It is said that the personal property of J. 
Frank Bodine, at the Wilton Glass Works was 
sold by sheriff Smith, of Camden, N. J. Wil- 
liam H. Bodine, who held the main judgment 
for $15.000 bought u ost of the goods. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale amounted to only $1,957. W. 
H. Bodine paid over to the workingmen one 
month’s pay. 

Dr. Charles M. Cresson, Board of Health 
chemist, and Dr. Henry Leffmann, port physi- 
cian of Philadelphia will submit their firet 
report upon the adulteration of food and drugs 
to the Health Board of that city in the latter 
part of this month. A more comprehensive 
report will be prepared and submitted at the 
close of the year. 


“If the apparatus recently patented by a 
Pittsburger, and known as the natural gas leak 
detector, comes into general use, it is safe to 
say that hereafter there will be little if any 
danger of premature explosions by gas accu- 
mulating in cellars, vaults or anywhere under 
or above ground.” Thus confidently spoke a 
gentlemsn last week. 


Now that natural gas Is being introduced into 
Pittsburg houses for fuel, an equitable method 
of charging for it is sought. Measurement 
seems to be impracticable, and thus far the 
usage has been to fix the prices for each build- 
ing as nearly as possible the same as the cost ef 
other fuel has been. This gives rise to a great 
amount of bargaining and dissatisfaction. 


Rumors during the week have been in circu- 
lation to the effect that Messrs. J. L.& D.8. 
Riker of this city were no longer agents for the 
sale of Scotch bichromate of potash. This upon 
investigation proves to be unfounded, as they 
have and expect to receive monthly shipments 
as usual, to meet the increasing demands for 
this article which are daily being made upon 
them. 

The agitation which was commenced by the 
New York Chamber of Commerce in favor of 
improved bills of lading, defining more specifi- 
cally the liabilities of ship owners, has resulted 
in the aduption by Lloyds and European un- 
derwriters generally of two new forms, which 
came into use September 1. As the new docu- 
ments do not apply to the Atlantic trade it is 
not likely that American shippers will allow 
the agitation to subside. 


The new glass manufacturing company re- 
cently formed at Baltimore has been incorpo- 
rated, and is composed of the following glass 
workers: Michael J. McHenry, Hardman Shaw, 
Anthony Kelly, John W. Smith, Lawrence 
Mertz, John H. Kelly, Wm. Buckstein, George 
Henitz, Lewis H. Berger and Theodore Sieg- 
warth. The capital stock is subscribed by ginss 
workers and their friends and aggregates 
$10,000. 
~The distillers were in secret session in Peoria 
last week, endeavoring to form a new pool un» 
der the name of the American Spirit Co. The 
most vigorous kick is from the Rock Spring 
distilleries, St. Louis. The larger distillers say 
that unless the smailer ones join the pool they 
will cut prices below competition. The little 
ones do not join readily, however. According 
to the proposed new arrangements any distill- 
er can withdraw on five day’s notice. 


“John Fink, who has been selling “shop 

rights” to use a lubricating mixture, has been 

indicted for felony by the Grand Jury of De- 
troit. He has humbugged a large number of 
the best manufacturing establishments in this 
country of out $100 to $700 each, it is alleged, 
mainly by showing a big lot of written contracts 
for shop rights to use his mixture, and a few 
recommendations, most of which were after- 
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wards renounced by the parties who had writ- 
ten them. 

George Westinghouse of Pittsburg,has secured 
10,000 acres of gas territory south of the Ohio 
river. There are four gas companies and one 
oll company now working in thistract. They 
are the Philadelphia, Economy, Bridgewater 
and the Horner-Hunter-Ewing Gas Companies, 
and the Niagara Oil Company. Tho former are 
after gas, and have gotten a number of first- 
class wells. The Westinghouse interests are at 
the eastern end of this territory. 


A company which is being formed for the 
manufacture of salt has secured a farm con- 
taining about ninety acres and situated on the 
line of the Rochester & Pittsburg railway, a 
few rods south of the station at Pearl Creek, 
and about halfa mile aorth of the celebrated 
Moulton well. The company propose to erect 
works on the Lewis plan, known as the small 
pan system, and manufacture between four 
and five hundred barrels table and dairy salt 
per duy. 

In November, 1884, the Saltsburg, Pa. Glass 
Company, Limited, was forme¢, with a capital 
stock of $15,000, with a view to building a fac- 
tory for the purpose of manufacturing black 
glass crocks, jars, bottles, etc., from a deposit 
of shale or slate found in the neighborhood. 
The works were completed April 1, this year, 
and put in operation; but at a meeting of the 
stockholders on August 26 it was decided to 
close them for the present, with the intention 
of either selling or leasing them, 


The Charleston News and Courier published a 
twenty-six-column review of the trude and in- 
dustries of Charleston for the commercial year 
ending August 31. The wholesale trade is over 
$20,000.000, being a considerable increase over 
that of last year, and is due to the extension of 
business into other States. The phosphate and 
fertilizer statistics show that the value of fer- 
tilizers manufactured in Charleston was nearly 
$3,000,000, and the value of phosphate rock 
mined in and around the city was over $2,500,- 
000. 

A little over four months ago the California 
Produce Exchange was organized in San Fran- 
cisco and incorporated. For a time matters 
went along smoothly, and some three hundred 
members were enlisted. But by-and by trouble 
arose and the cloud, which at first was no big- 
ger than a man’s hand, gradually spread until 
it overshadowed the whole institution Lust 
week the culminating point was reached and 
the Exchange was by common consent rele- 
gated to that oblivion into which so many kin- 
dred organizations have, in the past, dropped 
from time to time. 


The manufacturers of quinine in this city 
talk of petitioning Congress to take quinine off 
the fre list. They claim that since the re- 
mcval of the duty foreign brands of quinine 
have come upon the market at such low prices 
that American manufacturers find it difficult 
io hold their trade. One of their number says 
that it isa mistake to attribute the decreased 
price of quinine to the removal of the duty. 
The real cause is the success of the cinchona 
plantations in India, Ceylon and Java.— Phila. 


Record. 

The Columbia (S. C.) correspondent of the 
Atlanta Constitution says: ‘The probability of 
a decline in the prices of phosphate rock was 
mentioneu some time since. It appears now 
that the pool rates, $630 per ton, have been 
abandoned, the pool dissolved and the price re- 
duced to $160 per ton. It is believed that the 
rock cannot be profitably mined at this price. 
The river is, perbaps, done at less cost than the 
Jand mining; but as the royalty paid the State, 
$1 per ton is added, it brings the cost of each to 
about the same figure. The river companies 
have usually estimated their cost at $4 per ton, 
to put the rock on the market. 


Mr. Robert B. Haviland, formerly a member 
of the firm of Haviland & Cu., dealers in china- 
ware, died last week at bis home in Brooklyn. 
He was pearly 82 years old. Mr. Haviland was 
born in Westchester county in this State, and 
early in life engaged in the drug business. For 
many years he was a partner in Haviland, 
Keyes & Co., dealers in drugs, and he had the 
management of a branch establishment inv 
Augusta. Ga. He retired from tha’ firmin 
1852, and joined the house of Haviland Broth- 
ers & Co., whch had been established by his 
brother in 1840, and which was the first, »nd for 
a long time about the only china house in this 


country. 


The Association of Official Agricultura 
Chemists met in annual convention at the De- 
partment of Agriculture in Wasbington last 
week, the vice president, Prof. H, C. White of 
Georgia, in the chair. Among those present 
were Prof. T. 8. Gladding of New York, Dr. E. 
H., Jenkin of Connecticut, Dr. C. W. Dabney of 
North Carolina, Dr. J. W. Gascoyne of Vir- 
ginia, Prof. W. C. Stubbs of Alabama, Prof. H.

A wonderful instance of the mannerin which 
a scieatific discovery can be turned to practi- 
cal advantage has recently occurred. Atthe 
Montreal meeting of the British Association 
Prof. Lodge gave a lecture on “Dust.”’ and 
pointed out a new observation due to himself 
and Mr. J. W. Clark. These two gentlemen had 
made the crurious discovery that the passage 
of elertric svarks through a dust laden atmos- 
phere would quickly cause the dust to settle 
down. During the lecture alluded to a bell- 
glass filled with magnesium smoke was sub- 
jected to experiment, and the contained air 
rapidly became clear when the sparks were 
passed through it. So much for the scientifie 
discovery. Now for its application. The head 
of a firm of lead smelters in Wales read & re- 
port of this lecture. He knew what difficulty 
there was in retaining the fume or volatilized 
lead fromthe smelting works, and preventing 
it escaping from the flues to poison the atmos- 
phere outside, besides robbing the smelter. He 
determined to see whether the electric spark 
would not cause the fume to fall in the same 
way that it acted upon dust. Anexperimental 
shaft made of barrels, with windows in it, and 
an electric machine by which sparks could be 
sent through the fume, soon demonstrated that 
the thing could be done.

Commercial Travelers. 
Sr. Louis, Sept. 5, 1885. 
Editor Ort, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

It is not my intention in this brief article to 
write a history of the causes which led to the 
introduction of travelling salesmen into the 
conduct of all kinds of business. It is a fact 
well known to all commercial houses that most 
of their goods are now sold by this class of men 
—that they control a large share of their trade 
and transfer it, for a consideration, to a rival 
house at their pleasure. Every merchantis 
aware that there are hundreds of thousands of 
them, and that there isno nook or corner of 
the country where a retail merchant does busi- 
ness, thet they do not visit in scores and com- 
pete for his trade. We all know that they are 
& bright, intelligent and active class of men— 
selected to do this work for this very reason— 
that they are sent out “on the road” to sell 
goods, and we all know that they invariably 
fulfill their mission, 

Altogether we have to admit that, as a class, 
they have no superiors in all those qualities 
that goto make up the characteristics of the 
“live American business man.” 

We further know that they have made them- 
selves absolutely indispensable to every mer- 
chant who desires to enlarge,or even retain,the 
trade he already has, and that they are with us 
to stay. 

Admitting all these facts and conceding in 
advance that, with all their skill, activity, per- 
sistence and success in selling goods, they, as a 
class, are as honest and as trustworthy as the 
firms they represent, or any other class of re- 
putable citizens—I say, admitting all this, tnat 
there lies in the very system itself a pernicious 
principle that has all along and still prevails, 
which if not corrected and eliminated, will 
soon bring to grief both the traveler and the 
house he represents. 

This isa serious assertion, and one that be- 
hooves both parties in interest to at once take 
under their most careful consideration. 

This pernicious principle, which is always at 
work andin active operation, lies in the cir- 
cumstance that the traveling salesmen are con- 
stantly engaged in bidding profits down, by 
active competition with each other, on the 
spot of final distribution. This unmereantile 
anomaly started into operation with the intro- 
duction of the commercial traveler into the 
jobbing houses of the country, and has steadily 
increased in the shrewdness of its operations 
and in the intensity of its force, as their num- 
bers have been enlarged, while on the other 
hand it has only diminished in the volume of 
ite percentage of, underbidding,as the profits on 
sales has thus been made to steadily approach 
the limit of zero. 

Fixed prices may be given and positive direc- 
tions that. no deviation from them will be al- 
lowed, and yet when two or more salesmen in 
thesame line of goods meet onthe premises of a 
buyer and enter into active competition for his 
order, no matter how low the margin of 
profit has already been reduced, the salesman 
has yet to be discovered who will not find some 


way to make a concession and secure the sale 
for his house—I am sorry to say here that in 
too many instances this method of procedure is 
met with a smile of approval by the man of 
“fixed prices.”” whosent the traveler out, and 
who is responsible for his salary and expenses— 
that there are two parties to this method of 
self-destruction, we have to admit, but its 
ultimate cure lies with the man on the road. 

Under the steady and never ceasing operation 
of this destroying principle on which the sales 
of the traveling salesman is made, the profits 
of business have been steadily cut down until 
at this time of writing every one knows, in- 
cluding both proprietor and salesman, that the 
limit of endurance by the former bas been 
reached, and that if not remedied, both will 
soon be plunged into a common ruin. It is 
obvious enough that if the employers are 
bankrupted, the vocation of the employed will 
be gone. 

True he may say that the merchants when 
once ruined by selling goods too low and 
driven from the field, will be succeeded by an- 
other class; and so they will. At thesame time 
he must recollect that in this contingency the 
schedule of sularies, as well as the matter of 
profits, will undergo a careful revision and cor- 
rection—the former will have to take a down- 
ward and ths latter an upward direction, for 
profit alone can insure salaries, and it is the in- 
terest of both parties that fair profit and ade- 
quate compensation to employers should be 
maintained. Asthe matter now stands, salar- 
ies are out of all comparison with the average 
profit salesmen make, and it is their duty, as 
well as their interest,to at once forego the 
practice of bidding profits down and enter upon 
that of restoring an honest return to their 
employers. 

No principle is better established in the 
minds of all reasonable mer than that the man- 
ufacturer, the wholesale dealer, the retailer 
and all their necessary employees, as well as 
the producer, are entitled to an adequate com- 
pensation for work performed and capital in- 
vested. It is equally plain that this equitabie 
division among all concerned is now sadly dis- 
turbed, and in all justice, as well as for the gen- 
eral benefit ought to be restored. If the sales- 
man willabandon his underbidding practice, 
which it is evident will destroy him and his 
employer together, if much longer persisted in, 
he will have opened the way for justice to all 
concerned, and will have done much to restore 
the good times which he has contributed so 
large a share in obliterating. 

The Commercial Travelers’ Association is an 
organized body. Itis nut only composed of 
intelligent men who can see their own inter- 
ests, but also of honest men who are amply 
able and willing to reform all that is pernicious 
in their occupation, whether it be one or both 
of the parties in interest that are responsible 
for the present sad condition of business affairs. 

The time fora halt in the matter of under- 
bidding to sell goods has arrived,if serious con- 
sequences to all concerned would be averted. 
If the individual traveler in his own particular 
direction may not see it, when they come to- 
gether in convention and discuss the matter it 
will be obvious to all, and they can do no work 
in the interests of all and more worthy of their 
consideration and effectual and speedy reform- 
ation, under existing circumstances, than that 
of restoring such reasonable profits on sales as 
will insure them adequate pay for work well 
performed. Surely, if they have been a factor 
in reducing the price of goods, they can use the 
same influence to restore them. 

This brief paper is written to call the atten- 
tion of the Commercial Travelers’ Association 
to the careful consideration of this matter, 
alike vital to them as well asto us, and to as- 
sure them that nothing would better please the 
merchants of the country than to continue 
able to maintain their salaries where they now 
stand. To insure this state of affairs, much 
that must be done remains for them to do, and 
their honest efforts when made should be 
warmly supported by every manufacturer,

Giving Commercial Travelers a Share 
in the Profits. 
PHILADELPHIA Sept. 5, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG KEPORTER: 
In a recent issue you published a letter re- 
garding the giving of traveling salesmen in the 
drug trade a portion of the net profits of their 


sales. Several parties who have an interest in 
the matter have stated that the expense of 
keeping account of the sales and profit would 
be too great a tax. A firm that has adopted 
the principle, and pursued it for over a year, 
says that $50 per month to the clerk whose duty 
it is to keep the account has covered the ex- 
pense. This enables the house to keep an exa*t 
record of sales and profits of every salesman; 
also the net profits of each department of the 
business. The gaining in exact knowledge of 
each and every part of the business has been a 
good investment. So far the division of the 
profits umong the salesmen has given perfect 
satisfaction, both to the salesman and firms. 
Each man knows exactly what he has accom- 
plished, and that he is paid accordingly. One 
feature of the plan is that the traveling ex- 
penses of nearly every man are reduced on an 
equal amount of business, while the sales of 
the goods paying a profit have materially in- 
creased. 

There are few obbing houses at the pres- 
ent time that can transact their business on 


a cost of less than ten per cent. on the sales; 
add to this interest on capital, depreciation 
on stock, and guarantee on losses, and it will 
be found a large proportion of business is 
done at an actual loss. To know this fact 
and get an intelligent understanding of the 
weak points of a business is of value to any 
firm who wishes to make a success. It is to 
be hoped the arrangement as to salesmen will 
be adopted more gererally, as the present state 
of affairs and small marginsvuf profit have been 
brought about largely by the eagerness of the 
travelers to sell and meet quotations piven by 
rival houses. When it is found by this class 
that every cut in price falls to some extent 
upon them, it is natural to presume they will 
use more effort to maintain rates. VETERAN. 


The Cottonseed Oil Market. 
NEW ORLEANS, September 1, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

The new year opens to-day very dull and un- 
interesting. The seed muddle looks worse than 
ever, but I hear of no active movement in seed 
beyond each mill offering to pay the “highest 
market price’? without naming any figures. 
But from rumors afloat it is likely that seed 
will open at nine to ten dollars on the bank if 
there is anything in the better outlook for oil. 
Refined oil is a little higher and there are many 
inquries from the west and your city for small 
lots. Refiners say there will be little new oil 
onthe market before the middle of October. 
This will give present holders time to clean off 
their stocks. Quite a number of prominent 
crushers have straggled into this office during 
the last two days and some of them have tried 
to get together and make some sort of amica- 
ble agreement to fight fairly, but I believe it is 
too Jate to accomplish anything now. The best 
they can do is to form asort of ambulancecorps 
to pick up the wounded and bury the dead. 
However, I believe the crushers much regret 
the dissolution of the Mississippi Valley pool, 
and I think it could be reorganized if they had 
thirty days more time. The crop outlook is 
not as good as it was thirty days ago, yet there 
will be seed enough for all. Cake and meal 
vary very little and it is expected that fair 
prices will be realized, as it is predicted that the 


large number of ships that will be attracted 


here by the large cotton crop will tend to lower 
ocean freights. CRESCENT CITY. 


Mutual Drug Insurance. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 5, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG KEPORTER: 

Before taking decisive steps 1n the formation 
of a mutual insurance company for retail drug- 
gists, a number of points merit careful atten- 
tion and should not only be discussed, but re- 
ceive thorough investigation. It would be un- 
wise, we think, to undertake a competition 
with established insurance companies, unless 
theadvantages possessed by the stock compa- 
nies were shared in by the promotors of the 
mutual scheme. These advantages consist, 
among other things, in a knowledge of the ter- 
ritory, together with large and complete maps 
and surveys of every town of importance in the 
State, as well as the virtue of beiug the first in 
the field,which enables them to court those risks 
which they desire to retain. In the replies to 
Mr. Holmes’s circular, it will be noticed that, as 
is invariably the case in agitations of this kind, 
the first endeavor is not very generally heeded 
and also that those who have the greatest griev- 
ances to makeare the most energetic in advo- 
erting a new measure. In other words, the 
average rate paid by those advocating a mutual 
company is above one per cent, whereas, it 
would possibly be found, upon investigation, 
thatthe average rate paid by all druggists is 
decidedly below that rate. 

To organize a corporation for mutual insur- 
ance, which would only comprise a fraction of 
the drugstores of the State, and that fraction to 
include essentially those who are dissatisfied 
with therates which they pay,or those risks up- 
ou which the stock companies have seen fit to 
place the highest rates, based upon a ripe expe- 
rience of their extra hazardous nature; and 
further, to preclude thuse who, owing to the 
low rates which they pay, prefer patronizing 
stock companies to laying themselves open to 
assessments, would bea very daring venture. 
Now insurance is a business which has for ite 
object trade in indemnity. A certain amount 
of capital is brought together retained in con- 
vertible securities, subjected to the constant in- 
spection of the State authorities to prevent it 
from becoming impaired, and in consideration 
of this surety a market is found for the indem- 
nity which the stock companies grant. In con- 
tra distinction to this a mutual company in- 
sures for that consideration which its officers 
deem sufficient to pay forthe cost of the fires 
together with the items of salaries and other 
expenses, and with the understanding that all 
unused surplus iy the joint property of the par- 
ties insured, but provided always that in case 
the losses should exceed the amount of the 
premiums collectible and collected, the assured 
is personally liable for whatever his portion of 
such deficit may be. 

The essential differences between the two 
then are, first that stock company insurance 
must be dearer than mutual insurance, because 
the capital must be paid for, and secondly, that 
mutual insurance does not offer the advantages 
that stock companies do, because after the 
premium is paid the assured is further liable to 
assessment because he undertakes by his con- 
tract to supplant his portion of that which is 

represented by the capital and assets of a stock 


company. 
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Mutual insurance has been subjected to very 
mapy tests, and these trials have, at times, been 
crowned witn eminent success, and again they 
have often proved depiorable failures. Especi- 
ally successful have been the New England 
mill mutuals, and this has been due not to the 
discovery of exhorbitant charges on the part of 
stock companies nor to undue individual ex- 
pense on the part of these corporations, but to 
the extreme precautionary measures adopted 
by the mutuals to prevent the possibility of 
fires in the mills insured by them. Although 
they deserve the highest commendation for their 
achievements, they have labored with certain 
advantages which must not be overlooked and 
which greatly facilitated their work. The risks 
(i. e. the properties insured) usually stand alone 
and are therefore not subjected to the hazard 
of exposure. When arate isto be placed ona 
mill then it isthe character of the mill itself 
and not its surroundings which determines 
its value asarisk. Owing to the comparatively 
few risks which they have outstanding, in other 
words, to the cuncentraticn of the amount at 
hazard, itis much more easy to maintain a 
thorough acquaintance of the property than if 
it were scattered in small portions about the 
country. The expense of this vitally import- 
ant item of inspection is also rendered much 
cheaper by this means. The moral hazard— 
the only thing upon which insurance men say 
they cannot place a rate is entirely out of the 
question, because a thorough knowledge of the 
affairs and standing of each manufacturing 
concern is intimately known. The clerical 
force required is very slight indeed. Now 
granted that these are the important elements 
of success in mutual insurance, viz.: a thorough 
knowledge of the physical hazard, a full ac- 
quaintance with the morale of each party in- 
sured, large lines of insurance, a concentration 
of the amount at hazard and, therefore, min- 
imal expense of management (including in- 
spection, clerk hire and officers’ salaries), how, 
we must ask, do the druggists stand in this 
matter? 

What is the value of a drug store asa fire 
hazard? Standing alone in a good building it 
isa good risk, nearly as good as agrocery 
store. If the proprietor is given to experi- 
menting or pharmaceutical or chemical inves- 
tigation and hasa considerable laboratory at- 
tached, the risk is increased. But this offers 
no difficulty—an underwriter can easily affix a 
proper rate upon all combinations of this kind, 
but unfortunately it is not the all-important 
question at all. The question demanded is 
what is the rate of a drug store in the building 
in which it is situated? A tailor’s shop is for 
some reason notoriously a worse risk thana 
drugstore. If then the store is in the same 
building that contains the tailor, the druggist 
must, if the tailor’s rate is higher than his, pay 
the same rate as the tailor. The officials of the 
Drugzgists’ Mutual Company however, have no 
means of knowing what the value of the other 
hazards in the bvilding may be and therefore 
must write without knowledge, because the 
expense of maintaining agents to inform them 
of their risks would be absurd in a company 
which is confined to onetrade. Inspection, 
too, would be expensive, owing to the distri- 
bution of risks, and incomplete because a sur- 
vey does not by any means determine the 
presence of morally undesirable tenants. Stock 
companies maintain very vigorously that it is 
not the custom generally speaking of parties 
about to become insured to call attention to 
those characteristics which make the value of 
their property as fire hazards dear; and yet, 
even in mutual insurance, the greater the 
danger of fire the higher the rate. 

For druggists to organize a mutual insurance 
company and to insure their property in it 
would give them the advantage of not having 
to pay agents’ or brokers’ commissions, and 
relieve them of having further to maintain the 
expense 6f supporting the large amount of 
capital invested in stock companies. Before 
deciding however to organize a mutual com- 
pany the suggestion seems opportune that the 
question be looked into as to whether the ex- 
penses of management, owing to the extended 
area, the frequency of the risks at regular in- 
tervals in it, and among other reasons, the con- 
tingencies at which we have hiated, would not 
be as great if not perhaps greater than those of 
stock companies. INSURANCE.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Deeper drilling failed to improve the Gordon 
well at Washington. 


The Williams;well at Federal Creek, O., bas 
been shot and is no good. 


A State geological survey of the Macksburg 
oil field is being made, 


Mr. W. L. Lay of Oil City, a well-known au- 
thority on matters pertaining to petroleum is 
visiting in the city. 


It is the belief of the Washington Reporter, 
that Washington county will yet prove a good 
oil territory. Mebbe so. 


Oil has been struck in Zaliski, Ohio, at a 
depth of 2,113 feet from the surface, boring 
through a cave 200 feet deep. 


A syndicate ha been formed for the purpose 
of buying and controlling all the oil and gas 
territory in Washington county, Pa. 


The National Transit Company has given 
notice that hereafter storage on credit balances 
will be collected every six months. 


The drilling on the gas well at Mayville, 
Chatauqua county, N, Y., bas been completed 
at a depth of 1,819 feet, The well was plugged 
and the pressure tested, when it was found to 
gauge 130 pounds. 


The reported failure of the Tom and Jerry 
well on Cogley Run, just at this season of the 
year when cold weatber drinks are coming into 
vogue, is calculated to cast a gloom over the 
jovial spirits of oildom. 


Nearly 4,000 men and boys are employed at 
the Point Breeze oil refineries at Philadelphia. 
The company makes all its own boilers and 
tanks, repairs all its own machinery and man- 
ufactures its own barrels and tin cases. 


The Swedish Motalawerkstatte, which built 
the tank vessels for the conveyance of petro- 
leum from Baku to the Volga, has received a 
commission to build similar vessels for the 
transport of Russian petroleum from Libdau to 
Hamburg and from Batoum to Marseilles. 


The Gordon well bas been drilled deeper into 
the sand, but does not show much increase in 
quantity of oil. The well has now been flow- 
ing fourteen days, during which time it has 
averaged about twenty-six barrels per day, 


A tank car on the Western Pennsylvania 
Railroad, containing oil, exploded at Pitteburg 
last Friday, fatally burning Brakeman Thomas 
Ryan, of Cleveland, O., and setting fire to the 
train. .he flames were subdued, however, be- 
fore serious damage resulted. 

During last week over 6,000,(00 gallons of pe- 
troleum were shipped from Philadelphia to 
foreign countries. Tnis makes over 100,(00,000 
gallons of petroleuin shipped from the Quaker 
City since the first of January, against 54,- 
489,075 up to this time last year. 

Several gangs of men are now engaged in 
making the annual inspection of all crude pe- 
troleum in the tanks of the pipe line company, 
with the view of ascertaining just the exact 
amouot of sediment, water and b.s8. in each 
tank. Itis a big and difficult job. 


The Mahon well in Middlesex township, But- 
ler county, which has heretofore been report- 
ed asaten barrel well, is reported as doing 30 
barrels a day. The oil is of an amber shade and 
resembles Clarendon oil in appearance. A new 
field is probably opened by this well. 


Westerman & Co.’s test well, East of Millers- 
town, is reported as good for 150 barrels a day. 
It has not been torpedved. Five wells have 
been located near it nnd the excitement is in- 
creasing, as the well was until recently con- 
sidered a small affair. The well is 1700 feet 
deep, and fifty feet of splendid third sand was 
developed. 


Russel Sage, who has been mentioned as @ 
purchaser of oil, said to a reporter that he had 
bought some lately, believing that it wasa pur- 
chase, but the prediction of prices going way 
up was Only wildtalk. He thought it would 
hold uneasy between eighty cents and $105, 
and there was no reason to look for any re- 
markable boom. 


The oil works owned by the Syracuse Oil 
Company at City Line, near the village of 
Geddes, N. Y., were burned last week. The fire 
originated in the varnish factory. About 2,000 
barrels of oil in the storehouse were consumed. 
All of the company’s buildings were destroyed.

A good flow of natural gas was struck at the 
Gill well, situated on the Saunders farm, in 
Brooke county, West Virginia, about five miles 
below Steubenville, O., last week. The well is 
owned by J.J.Gill, of Steubenville, and is 
known as No.2. It lies about 800 yards from 
the big Porter well, and the flow will make the 
well a very valuable one to its proprietors. 


Butler County o'l production is now held at 
from $40 to $600 per barrel. That is, an oil 
well producing six barrels per day, and at one- 
eighth royalty, is valued at from $3000 to $3600. 
During the past two years these wells were 
selling at about one-half present prices. The 
advance is due to a dollar market and the 
twelve and a half cents premium, 


In their circular ot the 2)th inst., Messrs. S.C. 
Joyce & Co. of London, say of American 
refined “Values all continue to advance, refin- 
ers again asking more money, and the crude oil 
market exhibits continued strength. The spot 
demand is exceptionally brisk for the time of 
the year.as much less than the average quantity 
has been bought by the trade, the market hav- 
ing advanced before the usual time, 


Credit balances in the National Transit Lines 
are being slowly reduced, The producers have 
been the heaviest sellers. They have disposed 
of nearly all their balances aud are willing to 
sell oil at ruling prices. There is big money in 
o!] to them at a dollar a barrel when all things 
and features of the trade are considered. It 
will not pay them to let the golden opportuni- 
ties pass and they are disposing of their goods 
at present figures. 


An operator in the old portion of the Cogley 
Run district says it is no uncommon thing for 
several wells tosuddenly stop producing owing 
to sand runningin. After spending some time 
in cleaning out the welisstart off at a good rate 
again. The result of these old wells stopping 
in this way isto reduce the daily average out- 
put of the whole fleld for a month, and the runs 
are smaller than the estimates usually put on 
the production. 

A correspondent writing from Brownsville, 
Pa., under date of Aug. 3lst says. ““Kegarding 
the oil excitement, it seems to be growing. 
They are finding new wells every week and 
most allthe farms around Washington, Pa, 
have been leased by a company tormed in 
Pittsburg. Some think it will not last long, 
while others are inclined to believe that Wash- 
ington county isa splendid oil country and will 
be operated extensively in the near future, The 
latter theory seems to be prevalent. 


R,H. Thayer, of the Thayer Oil Company, 
Bradford, has located two wells, one on the 
farm of 8. B. Wilson, south Strebane township, 
near the Thayer No. 1 dry hole and another on 
the Stockton property, Franklin township, 
334 miles southwest on a 50 degree line from the 
the “Golden Gantz.”” The rigs will be erected 
at once, but it is probable that drilling will not 
be commenced for some time. It is hinted that 
the Gantz company’s famous No.1 will not be 
deepened at present, as given out a few days 
since. 


Natural gas has been found at Buffalo. A 
well drilled to a depth of 1,80 feet in search of 
salt guve forth gas when 30 fect down. Itis 
said by scientists that gas in mode ate quanti- 
ties will be found under all parts of the city. 
The gas is of good illuminating power, but it is 
not produced in sufficient quantities for manu- 
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facturing. It is asserted by some that wells 
drilled years ago by agas company, and said to 
have been failures, have been in constant use 
and have been used to furnish part of the city 
supply. 

The most striking feature of the July state- 
ment of the Bureau ot Statistics is the rapid 
advance in exports of crude oil, The increase 
for seven months is 16 per cent., while the in- 
crease in illuminating is less than lu per cent. 
That this change in the course of the export 
trade is growing is indicated by the July 
figures, which show for the month an increase 
of about 0 per cent. in crude and a decrease in 
illuminating of about 5 per cent. Why is it 
that foreigners prefer our crude to our illumi- 
nating oils? Are their refineries more satis- 
factory to themselves than those of this coun- 
try ?—Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 


Producers of petroleum in what is known as 
the lower oil country ure pleased at the dis- 
crimination in favor of their oil by which they 
receive 124% cents per barrel more than the 
market quotation for their production. The 
difference in price is not greater than the dif- 
ference in quality. The practical result is to 
force refiners cutaide of the Standard combina- 
tionto buy the cheaper Bradford oil. The 
squeeze is very sharp, but it has not yet pro- 
duced any appreciable effect beyond swelling 
in a slight degree the bank accounts of lower 
country producers.— Philadelphia Record. 


The widow Ort.a German woman of three 
score years, owns thirty acres, on which the 
Centennial or Westerman well in Butler county 
is located. She received $200 bonus by the 
terms of the lease and one-eight royalty. Much 
pleased with $200 cash and the prospects of oil, 
she continued in her thrifty way to attend 
to her numerous chores. Her sons are 
coal miners, but they never lingered long at the 
well when it was being drilled. To-day, though 
living in a log house nearly as vld as herself, 
Widew Ort enjoys a cash income of $25 per day 
Yet she ig not disturbed, and the milk pans 
glisten just as brightly as when her income was 
but $75 per year. 


Kuhlow’s German Trade Review says: “A 
Bucbarest correspondent says that two associa- 
tions of foreign capitalists have sought from 
the Roumanian Government a concession for 
the extraction of petroleum found in various 
districts, cffering to give the State ten per 
cent. of the net gains. The Government has, 
however, refused, giving as its reasons that it 
wishes a Roumanian company to work the pe- 

troleum springs. As German capitalists have 
already lost 80 much in experimenting with the 
pretended rich petroleum springs in Roumania, 
the development of them may without envy be 
left to native enterprise.” 


In August, 1884, there were 145 wells com- 
pleted, with a total production of 8,288 barrels 
and 23 dry holes, while the statistics for the 
game month this year show 280 wells com- 
pleted, with an estimated output of 3,300 bar- 
rels and 38 dry holes. It will be remembered 
that the shutdown movement was in force one 
year ago, but notwithstanding this, the new 
production was nearly as large as that of the 
past month from about half the number of 
wells comp!eted. This indicates that the bulk 
of the preseat operations is in second-crop ter- 
ritory, and the wells completed are of about 
the same calibre as the old ones in the same 
locality.— Bradford Star. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Opinions of Business Men on the 
State of Trade. 


As there has been general talk of a trade 
revival, witb brighter prospects for business in 
the autumn months, a representative of the 
REPORTER was delegated to obtain the views 
of some prominent merchants on the situation, 
and the result gives a very promising outlook. 
The buzz of fall business is already loading the 
atmosphere. The fact is, people generally are 
feeling better, whether their pocketbooks are 
apy more plethoric or not. The number of 
out-of-town people here now, anxious to buy 
from the various trades, is said to be withont 
precedent in late years’ experience. They have 
let their stocks run dowrg for the past three or 
four years until they are cleaned out. Now 
there isa demand for goods, and they must 
meet it. The unity now existing between the 
North and South can be no more strikingly 
illustrated than by the number of Southerners 
here at the present time making their pur- 
chases. The low prices prevailiag for some 
time have not stimulated trade, and to equal 
the aggregate business of former years many 
more customers had to be handled and a much 
larger amount of goods sold. 

The tariff subject is nut receiving much at- 
tention from the merchants, and they are di- 
vided in their opinions as to the result on 
business of further agitation this winter. Itis 
generally understood that another attempt will 
be made at the next session of Congress to 
bring about certain reforms in the tariff. Many 
of the followers of ex-Speaker Carlisle and 
Representative Hewitt are in favor ofa free 
raw muterial bill, and it is said that these two 
gentlemen might agree on such a proposition, 
Of course a strong fight would be made in up- 
position to such measures by protectionists 
like Senators Sherman and Morrill, who claim 
that caw material produced in this country is 
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as much entitled to protection on account of 
the labor involved as manufactured articles, 
Eastern manufacturers, on the other hand, 
take the ground in their replies to Secretary 
Manning’s recent letter calling for information 
on the tariff question. that if the duty on wool, 
pigiron, dye stuffs and other raw materials 
used by them in their manufactures were taken 
off, they could compete successfully with Eu- 
ropean wares without reducing wages, and the 
stimulus thus given to business would result 
in as good profits on goods produced here, as 
though protected by a duty. A prominent 
treasury official, who recently visited New 
York, says he had occasion to call upon Repre- 
sentative Hewitt. He found him hard at work 
on the tariff bill, which he says he will lay be- 
fore Congress at the earliest opportunity. The 
bill referred to is said to contain Mr. Hewitt’s 
well known views on free raw material. 


IN THE DRUG TRADE. 

The several interviews held with members of 
firms of the different trades represented by this 
paper are given below. 

Mr. D. C. Robbins of the irm of McKesson & 
Robbins, said:— 

“Our orders are more numerous than ever and 
there is a disposition to buy more freely. At 
present there seems to be an opinion among 
many men that we have started on the upper 
grade toward increasing prosperity, but I don’t 
anticipate any rapid improvement. It surely 
can be said that we are not retrograding. I 
would compare the present situation in busi- 
ness to that of a man oa the point of recover- 
ing froma long spell of sickness. The patient 
is surely holding his own from day to day, and 
that promises recovery, unless something un- 
perceived at present intervenes. There is 
surely more confidence in values and in trans- 
actions. The most dangerous thing to be feared 
in the future appears to me to be the silver 
question. If the silver standard or measure of 
payment becomes a fact or even an expectancy 
it will necessitate the curtailment of contracts 
forthe future, But the good old maxim, 

‘sufficient for the day is the evil thereof,’ 
indicates is the true disposition of this matter. 
On the whole I think future prospects are de- 
cidedly more encouraging than for a long per- 
iod past.” 

Mr. Wm. S. Mersereau, of the firm of W. H. 
Schieffelin & Co., said: ‘Business is decidedly 
better and goods are improvingin price. Buy- 
ers are awakening to the fact that drugs have 
reached bottom, and orders are consequently 
larger and more numerous, especially this 
week. Our travelers speak of customers feel- 
ing better and having more disposition to buy 
in larger quantities. I expect a heavy fall 
trade. The noticeable improvement set in 
about two weeksago. Theaggregate business 
for August amounted to about the same as last 
year. Certain lines of goods are going to be 
scarce, and with an active demand, stocks will 
soon be completely exhausted. Collections are 
very good. I doubt whether the tariff question 
will have any effect upon the drug trade, but 
it will of course depend on the action taken by 
Congress. There Should be an intelligent re- 
vision of the tariff. The silver question will 
doubtless cause some trouble; the Bland act 
ought to be repealed, as it is all in the interest 
of the silver men.” 

Lazell, Dalley & Co.—*We have enjoyed a 
good business straight along without exper- 
iencing the dullness so much talked about. It 
bas been in a measure spasmodic, but the ag- 
gregate at tbe end of each month has exceeded 
our expectations. There ig a little more vital- 
ity—imore enap to it, with not so much buying 
from hand to mouth. There has been a per- 
ceptible increase in demand within the past 
tortnight over the mid-summer trade, and this 
fact would indicate an active fall trade. Low 
prices don’t seem to have stimulated buying, 
but if business is lively, there will be an appre- 
ciation of values to some extent. Collections 
are very good.” 

Mr. Geo. M. Olcott, of the firm of Dodge & 
Olcott, replied: ‘*There is an improvement and 
better feeling, with buyers certainly morc con- 
fident. But I don’t expect aboom. Indica- 
tions are for a good healthy trade and larger in 
proportion than it was last year. The improve- 
ment was first noticeable with us about July 1. 
We have hada fair consumptive trade all sum- 
mer while collections have been good right 
along. The general tendency of prices is up- 
ward. A great many articles have been too 
low all the year, and there is room for an ad- 
vance. As to the tariff question, Congress can- 
not take any action that will materially affect 
drugs and chemicals.” 

Stallman & Fulton—Business is decidedly 
better as compared with this time last year. 
Sales are larger and profits better. There is an 
upward tendency in many articles. It isthe 
prevailing opinion throughout the trade that 
the bottom has been reached and that prices 
are more satisfactory. Values are likely to be 
steady and the improvement gradual. The bet- 
ter feeling set in about the first of the year. 
The early months were an improyement over 
the previous year, but the summer season was 
slack as usual, Our men on the road expecta 
goed fall trade and report every one more hope- 
ful. Crops are good, stocks are light and deal- 
ers must be more liberal in their purchases to 
satisfy increased consumptive wants. All 
trades are doing better and the drug business 
will certainly share a portion of the prosperity. 
We have no cause to complain of collections,” 

Mr. J. B. Horner—‘‘Business is very 
good, Buyers are increasing their orders. 
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There isa PCI GE IME VETERE LY PRE LE ERT MY PSST NRRL ONT ETS feeling in essential oils with 
the exception of oil of peppermint, which is 
lower on account of the large crop. . An im- 
proved demand set in about two weeks ago 
and has evidently come to stay. We are re- 
ceiving a great many foreign orders for 
American goods which had been held back,and 
are doing as large a business now as we cver 
did at this season of the year. Very encour 
aging reports are received from all parts of the 
country. The South is in good shape and 
ready for an active trade. We cannot help but 
have a spurt in business; a reaction is natural 
after a period of stagnation. Collections are 
very good.” 

Mr. F, G. Meyer, New York representative of 
Meyer Bros. & Co., St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Ft. Wayne, said: “Business has been very 
quiet the past few days, but as a general thing, 
itis rather good. My reports from the West 
are very encouraging. The country seems to 
be in pretty good shape out there and goods 
are moving more freely, but they are sold on 
too close a margin. The methods pursued by 
many persons to get trade are bad. As fall 
trade increases in volume, all goods are ex- 
pected to advance in keeping with the im- 
proved business. The movement of goods in 
the West is larger than this time last year, and 
the balance of this year will no doubt show a 
gain over the corresponding period of last 
year. Remittances here are prompt and col- 
lections generally are better than they have 
been. ” 

Chas. Pfizer & Co.—''There is no improve- 
ment in business to speak of. In other branch- 
es of trade there seems to be a better feeling, 
but the drug business is the last to feel it. The 
actual consumption of goods is about the 
same, Noone can say there is an improve- 
ment until be can get his money back on his 
goods. There seems to be no cause for higher 
pricesin our line, and as overproduction is 
progressing as usual, values will likely remain 
as they are. There is a good healthy trade and 
we expect a steady consumptive outlet. The 
market is devoid of speculative interest and 
orders are still of the hand to mouth character. 
The volume of trade is about the same as this 
time last year. We never have any trouble 
about our collections.” 

Mr. C. F. Sanborn, of the firm of Reed & Co., 
said: “‘There has been a gradual and steady 
increase from the first of the year, but it has 
been more noticeable since Junel. Iu a gen- 
eral way orders are larger in quantity and 
more numerous. Buyers are not operating 
with that hesitancy which was formerly a 
marked feature of trade, as they feel that bet- 
tom prices have been reached. A good many 
articles in our line have advanced from various 
causes, and [ expect the upward movement to 
continue and embrace the whole line of drugs. 
It is very gratifying to note the improvement 
after four years of depression, during which a 
very decided decline in values bas taken place. 
In my opinion the change for the better will 
hold, and a wholesome, reliable improvement 
will be experienced without a boom.” 

R. Hillier’s Son & Co.—“There has been an 
improvement in business over last year, espec- 
ially within the past two weeks. Orders are 
light but the number has increased. Every- 
thing seems to be stiffening. Profits have been 
light owing to sbrinkage in values, but the 
expenses of conducting business are lighter. 
Collections are very fair.” 

Schering & Glatz—‘With the exception of 
one or two articles which have been in active 
demand, the movement of goods is about the 
same aslast year. There is no improvement 
over last year’s business. Ifthe general drug 
trade improves, it will benefit us accordingly. 
We handle exclusively Scherings well known 
chemical products of Berlin, which always 
find a steady outlet. Collections are excellent.”’ 

Weaver & Sterry—‘‘We have done a fair 
average business throughout the year—in fact 
it has been a remarkably good year but a little 
spasmodic. Business is largely in excess of 
last year. Collections are far better ina great 
many instances, but some are slow that were 
not before. The prospects are bright for a 
good fall trade. 

H. J. Baker & Bro.—‘’There is some improve- 
ment accompanied by a better feeling, and we 
look for a good fall trade. Orders are not in- 
creasing 80 much in amount as they are in fre- 
quency. With an active demand, prices must 
go up. Consumers are carrying no stocks 
worth speaking of and as their necessities grow 
so will the demand for raw materials.” 

Samuel G. McCotter—'’There has been a fair 
business since August 1,but [ find no im- 
provement over last year; itis the same hand- 
to-mouth trade with most buyers. The out- 
look is good, however, the feeling is better and 
the fall trade is promising.” 

W. H. Raser—"There is an improvement in 
the general tone and while the outlook is not 
flattering, it is promising. I think we will 
have a guod falltrade. There is more disposi - 
tion to buy. The indications from the South 
and West are better.” 

WHAT 1S SAID IN THE PAINT TRADE. 

F. W. Devoe & Co.—"The month of August 
showed up much better than last year. There 
has been a general imvrovement since July 1. 
We notice a better feeling among customers, 
Orders always increase about September.” 

C. T. Raynolds & Co.—'’The demand is better 
and the outlook good, but there has been no 
enlargement of the volume of business tospeak 
of. Everyone is talking in a hopeful way and 
we are looking for a very good falitrade. The 


demand the past two weeks has been better 
than this time last year.” 

Harrison Bros. & Co.—There is a decided in- 
crease in demand for goods in some of our de- 
partments, but it is too early to Judge whether 
the change isa temporary or permanent one 
Most people are more sanguine and entertain 
stronger confidence in the future, and that is 
what we want. The improvement in our line 
commenced two weeks ago. The volume of 
business since January 1 has been about the 
same as the corresponding period last year, 
More work was required this year to effect 
sales. Collections are about as usual and we 
have no cause to complain. There are practi- 
cally no failures in the trade.” 

Mr. Frank Tieman of the paint firm of D. 
F.Tieman & Co., is quite jubilant over the 
improvement in business and reports August 
as being considerably larger than the previous 
year, although no material advance in price is 
noted. The outlook forthe fall is bright and 
encouraging as stocks in dealers hands is un- 
usually light, very few having any surplus 
stocks. The large orders which are daily com- 
ing in from the agricultural manufacturers has 
a tendency to cause holders to hold prices with 
a firmer hand and not be so anxious to sell. 
Looking through his glasses the outlook is one 
of brightness. 

J. Lee Smith & Co.—“*Business is a little bet- 
ter, but it seems to be spasmodic. We look for 
avery fair business this fall and hope it will 
boom. Theimprovement started about the 
middie of August. Have not seen any disap- 
pointed people around and customers talk en- 
couragingly. Collections are a little slow. 
Business bas not improved sufficiently to make 
the payments better. Orders are generally for 
small lots but are increasing in number and 
frequency. Another agitation of the tariff is 
sure to disturb business; one feature of this 
question which unsettles trade is the wrong in- 
terpretation of the laws” 

Robert Colgate & Co.—“*People are beginning 
to think that goods are as low as they are going 
to be. We have done the same amount of busi- 
ness during August as same month last year, 
while September has opened much better. Col- 
lections are good, White lead is in a very 
strong position and steady. The demand ig 
fair and fully as goodas last month. The lin- 
seed oil trade is in a bad shape, and there would 
have to be an extraordinary demand for oil to 
stiffen in price.” 

IN THE DYE TRADE. 

J.C. Bloomfield & Co.—We have had a splen- 
did trade for the latter part of August, our 
business showing a large increase over August 
of last year. The improvement has come about 
two weeks earlier than was expected, thus 
ushering in September with “bells on.”’ Prices, 
however, are low, but the demand will soon 
regulate that. 

A prominent member of a large firm of chem- 
ical importers, when asked how trade was, 
replied: **We are just rushing things, have sold 
more goods the past three days than we have 
during the past three months. From all indi- 
cations we shall have a good trade this fall, as 
stocks of chemicals in both dealers’ and con- 
sumers’ hands are exceedingly small, this with 
only small shipments on the way, better prices 
are sure to follow.” 

Lutz & Movius—**Trade seems to be improv- 
ing somewhat. There is an increased demand 
for colors—even better than this time last year, 
but the old story of no profit is just the same. 
The enlarged movement of goods commenced 
last month. Our folks abroad complain ot 
low prices, generally, but speak of an advance 
in several colors. Collections are fair.” 

Banning, Bissell & Co.— Business is a little 
better. There has been a periodical boom but 
no steady improvement. Extracts and aniline 
colors are in much better demand. The woolen 
miils are out of stock of raw materials and are 
making known their wants. There ts nothing 
like the profit realized from the business a few 

years ago. We did a pretty fair business in 
August and while orders are of the same size, 
there are more of them.” 

Wm. J. Matheson & Co.—“The volume of bus- 
iness is largely increased but it is more than 
compensated for by the narrower margin of 
profit.” 

In the glass trade there was a general expres- 
sion of improvement over last year’s business, 
principally from Messrs. Vanhorn,Griffin & Co., 
J. Fitzpatrick & Co. and Holbrook Bros. 

In the line of fertilizers, Mr. Hamilton H. 
Salmon said: 

“The outlook for the fertilizer trade is very 
favorable in consequence of the increased abil- 
ity of the consumers to purchase more largely 
from the fact of the crops generally speaking 
turning out so well, thereby creating a larger 
demand than formerly. The trade, with but 
few exceptions, have for several years been 
pursuing avery conservative course,purchasing 
only sufficient for prevailing wants and carry- 
ing but very light stocks. Consequently we 
anticlpate a good legitimate trade, without any 
thing like a boom, as this generally fosters 
speculation and creates a fictitious demand, 
which all should deplore. We, therefore, look- 
ing overthe whole field, expect alarger busi- 
ness the coming year and if all importers, deal- 
ers and consumers would be satisfied witha 
purely legitimate business, we look forward to 
a year of prosperity and healthful growth of 
the trade.” 


Several firms called upon declined to ex- 
posse an opinion, while the heads of other 
ouses were either absent or privately ea~ 
gaged at the time of the reportorial visit.

There has been a decided improvement in all 
channels of the paint line since our last report. 
From all parts of the country the orders have 
been flowing in to replenish depleted stocks. 
which have been allowed to beceme very low 
in both dealers and consumers hands, for in the 
past there was nothing gained by carrying full 
stocks pending the depreciation in values that 

. has been going on for months past. While 
there is no toom there is, however,a good 
healthy trade in progress, even though the mar- 
gin of profit continues to rule small. Pig lead 
maintains its tirm position,with only limited of- 
ferings. There is no change in the position of 
white leed pending the meeting of corroders, 
which is being held at Saratoga. Coliections 
are good and very little complaint is heard 
among the trade. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead continues to hold its own even in 
the face of only a moderate demand. Early in 
the week there were several orders in the mar- 
ket from both Boston and Philadelphia, result- 
ing in the placing of some 600 tons at 4 25c for 
common and 4 80c for refined, Since then the 
market bas assumed an easier tone, though no 
pressing of goods is noticeable among the vari- 
ous holders. Said a prominent dealer: * The 
‘C. C.’ still controls the market absolutely and 
the Richmond bugabeo has not frightened it 
much. Manufacturers are said to be fairly well 
supplied for the current month, and though 
they will probably have to buy more largely 
next month, it is thought they are shorter of 
faith (in the ‘C. C.’) than of lead.” Thereisa 
fair jobbing trade in progress at 4 25@430c as to 
grade and holder; the market closes steady at 
these figures. Foreign lead is coming forward 
quite freely, 18,073 pigs having been received 
during the week. Late mail advices report the 
foreign markets as being easier and it is re- 
ported among the trade that no further ad- 
vance in domestic is expected as the foreign 
can be laid down at a price equal to 4 60c. The 
St. Louis market has been rather quiet during 
the week with sales of several cars reported at 
410@4 15c as to grade and quantity. The mar- 
ket closes quiet with only limited offerings at 
4 10@4 l5c with some holders quoting 420c for 
refined. 

There has been no change in the position of 
lead in oil since our last report, only small job 
bing orders are coming to hand to cover cur- 
rent wants of those dealers and consumers who 
have not been fortunate enough to have con- 
tracted for this year’s wants at the old price. 
The general impression among the trade is that 
no advance will be established atthe meeting 
of corroders which is now in session at Sara- 
toga, although there is not the least doubt but 
what prices should be higher to compare with 
present price of pig lead, which, from all indi- 
cations will continue to rule at present quota- 
tations. Dry lead is not being offered to any 
extent, as stocks in corroders hands is very 
light at the moment.

WINDOW GLASS 

The improvement that has been apparent 
during the past few weeks as regards the de 
mand for window glacs shows no let-up 
although there is no speculative movement on 
foot. Stocks have become so low in jobbers’ 
and consumers’ hande that with any sort of a 
demand they are notin a position to meet it 
promptly. The course pursued by them of 
late has been if they wanted 25 boxes of glass 
you could not sell them 50, such was their 
want of confidence in the market, and in a 
measure they were justified in pursuing this 
hand to mouth business, as usually they were 
able to purchase at a lower figure each time 
they wished to replenish their stocks, such was 
the strong compet'tion among the importers 
and dealers. The past few days, however, has 
changed all of this,as from all parts of the 
country the orders have been flowing in 
and in many cases the wires are used, urging 
shipments forward as quickly as possible to 
meet their pressing needs. Stocks in conse- 
quence have been very much reduced on the 
spot, although shipments continue to come 
forward with a fair degree of promptness and 
itisrarely that one heurs now the oli com- 
plaint of surplus stocks. The new price list is 
meeting with favor, having been adopted by 
all the dealers in the city, and with one or two 
exceptions in Boston also. The sales comprise 
6000 bxs at discounts ranging at 70 and 10 to 70 
and 10 and 5, for both single and double. The 
meeting of the committee of American win- 
dow glass manufacturers, held on Thursday in 
Philadelphia, was a failure as far as coming to 
some definite conclusion as regards the wages 
question, cr the sturting up .of the next fire. 
While a majority were in favor of not 
commencing work befor October, thus enable- 
ing those manufacturers who bave large stocks 
on hand (more especially in the west) to work 
them off before accumulating new stocks, a 
few of the manufacturers are inclined not to 
protract the time beyond the usual period, as 
nearly all the eastern manufacturers have very 
little stocks of desirable sizes on hand; asa 
leading ‘member of the committee said: “we 
are all at seaand there is no telling what.a 
week may bring forth. for if a few begin the 
blast the majority wi!l not sit still.” It is re- 
ported that the manufacturers have gained 
their point in having a sliding scale of wages 
adopted. Heretofore it has been the custom to 
atrapge a fixed bill at the beginning of the sea- 
son which could not be altered or tampered 
with during the season under any circum- 
stances The manufacturers, however, in view 
of the dull estate of the trade, which is said 
to be worse than it has been for years, 
contended that a sliding scale of wages 


should be arranged which was be governed 
according to the fluctuating state of trade. 
Late advices from Pittsburg, in speaking of the 
market, anys: “The demand for domestic win 
dow glass is reported as slow for the season, 
though it is said that some sizes are getting 
scarce. None of the factories here have started 
up, and probably will not for some time to 
come. The osteusible reason is that owing to 
the changes necessitated by the introduction of 
natural gas they are not rendy yet; but the real 
cause is that trade is du)l and there 18 enough 
of glass on hand for the time being.” 


PLATE GLASS. 

The demand for both foreign and domestic 
plate glaes has been very good during the past 
week. Stocks of foreign, however, are in 
better shape for prompt delivery and very 
little delay is experienced in baving orders 
promptly executed, while of the latter, as 
many of the makers are sold ahead to such ap 
extent that necessarily delays in shipping must 
be the consequence where prompt shipment is 
required, although they manage to squeeze out 
some portions of the order. Discounts remain 
steady at 50 and 10 and 5, as to quantity, make 


and size of the order.

Lead in Scotland. 


Scotland is not a lead producing country to 
any extent, but such deposits as it has are situ- 
ated in the hills in the Upper Ward of Lanark- 
shire, called emphatically the Lead Hills, and 
distant some fifty miles from Glasgow. The 
lead smelted there,if used in Glasgow at all, 
was converted mainly into sheets and pipes, 
but little of it was used for purely chemicai 
manufactures. White lead is made by the so- 
called Dutch process. It consists inembedding 
earthenware pots containing crude acetic acid 
in spent tan, and laying lead plates on the top 
of the pots, then cov ring the whole with good 
planks, and depositing more tan with pots and 
lead as before; and this is carried on till the 
pile is twenty feet high. At the end of some 
weeks the lead is found to have been converted 
into a white mass. The stack is dismounted, 
the white powder crushed and rubbed off the 
thin core of lead which may still remain; then 
it is elutriated, allowed to settle, drained, and 
dried inasteve. It is afterwards mixed with 
oiland constitutes *‘white lead,” so much used 
asa paint. The company also make a quantity 
of colors, such as chrome yellow, green, blue 
from Prussian blue, etc. 

At the Leadhills Mine, Abington, Lanark- 
shire, 2,447 tons of dressed lead ore valuei at 
£18,352 at the mine, and yielding 13,011 ounces 
of silver were raised last year. At the Queens- 
bury Mine, Wanlockhead, Dumfriesshire, 1,8 0 
tons of dressed ore, valued at £16,645 at the 
mine, and yielding 7,000 ounces of silver were 
raised, These were the only two lead mines 
worked in Scotland.

Vegetable Olls. 

The linseed oil market has majntained a 
steady feeling, notwithstanding the reports of 
a large surplus of ollin the west and plenty of 
seed at low prices. City crushers are re lizing 
71@48e for Calcutta and domestic oil, and posi- 
tively decline to shade the first named figure, 
The movement is in a small way, but foots up 
largely. Western oil has not commanded much 
attention lately. Receivers are otfering round 
lots at 43c,and we hear of a sale of 100 bbis at 

2léc, but this figure is not entertained at the 

moment. The better feeling in the seed mar- 
ket last week influenced crushers not to part 
with their goods so readily. Oil was offered 
in Chicago a few days ago at 40c, but the high- 
est bid being only 38c it was withdrawn. 
The jobbing movement here is limited, 
but steady prices are maintained 

Cottonseed productsare in an unsettled state. 
One day everything looks favorable for higher 
prices and buyers freely make known their 
wants, but the following day brings stagnation 
and depression. This has been the experience 
of the cottonseed oil market during the week. 
The improvement bas been of a spasmodic 
nature and short lived. Crude oil is not wanted 
and no stocks are offering on the spot except in 
a small jobbing way at 33c. There is a plenti- 
ful supply offering to arrive, including 400 bbis 
prime old oil without price being named and 
several hundred bbls prime new oil September 
delivery at 33c, Some effort has been made to 
place new oil on this market at that figure, but 
it is above buyers’ views; they are looking for 
a lower market and cannot be induced to make 
a bid. It is now believed that crushers 
will be enabled to secure their early supplies of 
seed at $9@9 50 per ton, which will cause a de- 
cline trom the present basis of oil values. New 
seed is going forward slowly, but its condition 
is not so satisfactory as last year. Crushing 
will be resumed in a few days; it is said opera- 
tions have already commenced in Texas. Our 
advices by wire from New Orleans to day, re- 
port an important advancein the price of crude 
from this time last week. That mark.t is now 
quoted at 29l¢c and fairly active. which is a 
jump of léc. A letter from our New Orieans 
correspondent in another column, outlines the 
situation, and it will be found interesting. 

The market for refined cottonseed oil has not 
been supported to the extent of realizing the 
figures last quoted, except in a jobbing way. 
The cause of the flurry was to be attributed to 
the action of buyers in covering their future 
wants while anticipating a higher range of 
values. They may have acted wisely but the 
market fails to manifest the strength exhibited 
this time last week, und better terms can now 
be procured on account of the lack of demand. 
Some doubt is expressed as to the reported 
searcity of supplies at the South, All orders 
continue to be filled and no one has yet ven- 
tured to estimate the amount of oil on 
band. There is no doubt sufficient to 
meet all wants until new oil is mar- 
keted, which will be about the middle 
of October, The local demands for oil have 
been of astraggling, jobbing character. Our 
last report closed with holders demanding 38c 
for 100 bb! lots, but we fall to hear of a saleina 
round way since then which realized over s7c, 
The total business on spot and to arrive would 
not amount to over 850 bbis, principally ona 
basis of 37c for prime summer yellow and 40@ 
4lc for cooking oil. Some lots of 25 bbis and 
up brought 37}44@38c, according to brand, and a 
small lot slightly off color 364¢c, New oil has 
not been offered for future delivery. Dealers 
don’t expect any material change in price un- 
less general business should revive, in which 
event higher figures would be reached, while 
buyers are talking 34@35c for new oil on this 
market. Some damage was caused to a lot of 
oil while being transported to this port from 
New Orleans on the Morgan City. The extent 
of the damage was not known this afternoon. 
The receipts of oil for the week foot up 2532 bbis 
over 2000 bbis of which were for export. The 
New Orleans market is unchanged, being quoted 
by wire to-day at 35c,with a fairly active trade. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil is in the same position as 
this time last week. Considerably more busi- 
ness was done during the week for consump- 
tion on private terms, but said to be at 64@5}¥¢c; 
we have sales of 125 tons. A small jobbing 
movement is progressing at 6}4@634c. Cochin 
oi) is steady at 74@7%c. Cuban oil is not quot- 
able. The stronger position of tallow will have 
a beneficial effect on the cocoanut oil market. 
A depressed feeling exists in London. Our late 
mail advices state that there is bardly any in- 
quiry, and lower prices may be looked for. 
Ceylon on the spot is £26 15s for pipes and £27 
15s to £28 hogsheads, Fine oil is £27 15s to £28 
103, according to packages. For shipment par- 
cels are offered at £26 15s, but 5s less would be 
accepted if bid. Cochin still rules at £31@32, 
according to quality, but there is very little 
demand.

Lard oil bas remained steady at previous 
figures of 51@52c for prime present make.Some 
business is reported at 50c, but pressers decline 
to quote less than 5lc. The export demand is 
quiet. 

Crude sperm oil has been moving at steady 
prices. Sales of 325 bblsare reported at 75@77c. 
Receipts for the week were 675 bbls and ex- 
ports 60 bbls. Stock on hand is placed at 15,240 
bble. The refined market is firm at former 
quotations. Crude sperm keeps very inactive 
in London at £53 per ton forgood quality, and 
at which some small sales have been made. 
Bottlenose whale oil 1s freely offered at £30 per 
ton, but buyers are holding. 

Crude whale oil has been in limited demand, 
only a small sale of Southern at 38c occurring 
during the week.

Crude menhaden fish oil is without materia) 
change and quoted steady at 24@25c for good 
merchantable and prime light oil, The past 
week has been unusually quiet. Prime light 
oil is not offering on spot, and buyers have to 
get supplies from factory direct. There is no 
desire to push business on prime grades, but 
the lower grades are weak and neglected: 
Southern oil has little or no sale and is nominal 

n value. While it is admitted on all sides that fish- 
ng is good and the yield of oil large, there is not 
the success as pictured in the following telegram 
sent to the daily press here during the week 
from Greenport: “The menhaden fishery has 
been more successful this year than has ever 
been known before. All the steamers bring in 
full loads uf large, fat fish, There will notonly 
be a large profit to the oil manufacturers, it 
being estimated that in the aggregate $1,000,000 
more will be realized this year than last, but the 
reduction in the price of fertilizers will greatly 
benefit farmers. Allthe factories in this vicin- 
ity are in full blast.” The trade is somewhat 
surpassed that such a communication should 
come from Greenport, where contrary reports 
generally emanate.

The firmer feeling in the market for mineral 
lubricants bas gained strength since last report.

Extreme views are 
held by some sel.ers, which is partly owing to 
the higher price of crude and the fact that 
manufacturers have been in the market to fill 
export orders, A scarcity of light and dark 
filtered stocks are reported. There is to be 
another source of supp!y in Brooklyn. 


Paraffine oils are still to be had at 104%@llc 
for prime 25 gravity and 8c for 28 gravity. The 
first figure is exceptional and named only for 
very large lots of prime or small lots of inferior 
grade. There isa good distributing trade for 
25 gravity, but 28 gradeis not wanted to any 
important amount. Special brands of paraffine 
oils are meeting with tolerably fair request. 
The increasing demand from Eastern mills 
would indicate a general resumption of wrk’ 
Buyerr are more disposed to anticipate their 
wants, as the firm position of the market with 
the probability good of higher prices being 
reached bas given out an impression that now 
is the time to lay in stocks, 

Smith’s Ferry oil has been more inquired 
after, but the article seems to be scarce and 
holders are indifferent sellers. Some brands 
are held at llc, but this is above views of 
buyers. During the week &c has been bid and 
9c asked for a certain make, but 8e will buy. 

Neutral filtered oils of choice grades are held 
ata bigher limit, but moving slowly. The lower 
grades are in good supply and unchanged in 
in price; they are still favoring buyers. Hold- 
ers of prime goods are not pressing stocks, as 
they are expected tu be in much better demand 
during the months when production is very 
uncertain. The favorable weather of the past 
few months has been taken advantage of in 
manufacturing by the few houses identified 
with that interest, but the premium which 
crude commands has increased the cost of pro- 
duction, and justifies refiners in stiffening their 
views. 

Light filtered cylinder stocks are in light sup- 
ply and wanted. A rumor was current in the 
trade during the week, that an effort would be 
made to control the market for light filtered, 
by contracting for future production of all the

The market for spirits of turpentine is lower 
than this time last week, but since our last re- 
port an upward tendency has prevailed. On 
Wednesday the market receded to 3444c, then 
advanced to 35c on Thursday and remained at 
that point until Saturday when 3434c was 
quoted. A weaker feeling set in on Monday 
with 3t46c asked and today the market closed 
steady at same figure. Although the demand 
for immediate delivery is insignificant, there 
seems to be more confidence in future values 
and %0 bbls changed hands for the various 
months. The sales were 100 bbls Sept. at 34c, 
100 bbis year at 34c, 200 bbis November at 36c, 
400 bbls October at 35@35%c and 100 bbls Nov- 
ember at 35%4c.

That wasthatthe oil rock was not 
like a sponge and the greasy fluid ran through 
it in well defined seams or channels, and unless 
the drill pierced one of these subterranean 
rivers, even though but a few feet from it, the 
well was pronounced a duster and given up in 
diszust.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 8, 1885. 
Two important test wells, hang like the fabled 
sword of Damocles, over the head of the oil 
trade. Until they are finished and their calibre 
is made known, the speculative market will be 
more or Jess disturbed. 


Should either of the wells come in as a good 
producer, and give character to the territory 
being tested, a weak and uncertain market is 
sure to follow. 


In such an event oil would probably sell in 
the nineties. Asa matter of fact the market 
for a few brief moments last Wednesday, shot 
below the dollar mark, several small sales being 
made at 99%c, It immediately braced up and 
has sold at a dollar or better ever since. 


The wells in question are the Gordon at 
Washington and the Leidecker in Butler. The 
Gordon is not yet through the sand, although 
the drill is kept industriously at work. The 
sand brought up by the bit is hard and white. 
As the drill goes deeper there isan increase in 
thefvolume of gas and oil. Possibly the well 
will make a 50 barrel pumper. 

Eight miles east of the Wallace farm in Bal- 
dridge, and ten miles southwest of the Wester- 
man well at Millerstown, up in the northwest 
corner of Winfield township, in Butler county, 
is located the Leidecker well. The showing is 
said to be good, but who ever heard of a wild- 
cat which showed up bad? There is nothing 
definite known about the yenture, which is 
being worked as a mystery. 

In the other fields the most persistent pound- 
ing of the drill has failed to develop any addi- 
tional pools or annexes, and the situation is de- 
cidedly bullish. 

If no new fields are developed higher prices 
are inevitable. 

Inthe meantime the market bobs up and 
down with surprising regularity. The range 
during the week has not exceeded three cents, 
but trading has been lively and business large. 

Weak one day, the market was phenome- 
nally strong the next. Reputed bulls stepped 
into the ring and sold out huge bundles of oil, 
while long clawed bears rushed in and gobbled 
up all that was offered. The market as well as 
the trade was all mixed up. Thus things went 
on during the week. Fora few days the mar- 
ket will doubtless be sluggish and uncertain 
with a downward tendency. 

As soon as the situation in the field is cleared 
up.a better speculative feeling will prevail. 
Those who desire to know what the market 
will do within the next thirty days, will have 
to seek their answer in the stars. 

The pipe lines have turned over to their own- 
ers nearly a million barrels of iron tankage, 
The tanks are empty and are practically worth- 
less. To the owners they represent a pile of 
junk. For months the shipments have ex- 
ceeded the runs. The present excess averages 
about 40,000 barrels a day: 

Carrying rates are oppressive, During the 
week as high as 75c was paid to carry oil. 

Latest field news was to this effect: The Gor- 
don which was drilled deeper yesterday with- 
out any improvement, filled up this morning 
and at noon gushed out twenty barrels. When 
the news was received at the Exchanges, the 
market immediately fell off two cents. 

The Anchor Oil Company opened a new well 
in the Kinzua district today, which is rated at 
from 50 to 100 bbls per day. It is located near a 
group of old wells, 

For the first time in weeks the market has 
descended below the dollar mark. It did not 
remain there long, but the simple fact that 
sales were made at 997gc on Wednesday caused 
widespread consternation in the ranks of the 
bulls. To say that the break took them by sur- 
prise is putting it mild. No one expected to 
pay less than a dollar a barrel for the stuff that 
day. When the gong rang in the morning sales 
were made at $1 02%c, the highest price of the 
day. Then prices gradually broke to $1 01%, 
but subsequently recovered to $1024. At 
noon the market was sick and in bed. Joe 
Craig, of Pittsburg, who heads an alleged 
Standard syndicate, dumped a million or two. 
His example was quickly followed by a crowd 
of hangers-on. The market went down the 
scale with a rush, selling for atime at 997%c. 
Towards the close a line of strong buyers came 
to the front and values immedintely strength - 

ened, the market closing at $1 00!4 bid at New 
York, Bradfor d, Oil City and Pittsburg. One 
of the principal causes of the break was the 
heavy showing of the Rough Run test well in 
Butler county. It looks very much as if a new 
field was about to be opened. Otherwise the 
situation is as bullish as ever.

A. Waugh, Comer, De Wolf and others in New 
York, jumped in and gobbled up all the oil that 
was offered. They gathered in a million or 
more barrels. Heavy buyers also made things 

lively on the fluors of the out-of-town boards, 
and in ashort time the market was selling at 
$102. The close was strong and feverish at

The Oil Report for August. 


Asummary of the salient features of the 
August oil report appeared in our market 
review last week. The new production, 3,002 
barrels, comes from 283 wells. This production 
is divided among the districts as follows: Cog- 
ley Run, nearly one-half; Warren and Forest, 
one-fourth; Bradford, one-ninth; Butler, one- 
fourteenth; Allegany, one-fifteenth, and Ven- 
ango, one-twenty-second. With the exception 
of Cogley Run and the middle districts, there is 
very little change from the previous month’s 
report. Included in the list are 39 dry holes, of 
which Butler furnishes 17, and the middle dis- 
tricts9. Bradford alone had no failures. The 
largest producing well in the report is that of 
White & Co. at Kinzua. Cogley Run fur- 
nishes a larger average than any other field, 
and Warren and Forest show a decreased aver- 
age per well: 

The principal increase in operations, and new 
production comes from Cogley Run and the 
pools in Warren county. Clarion County, 
through its Cogley development begins to show 
almost as much new work as it did during the 
palmy days of 1877. On the last day of August 
Cogley’s one hundred wells produced 2,500 bar- 
rels of oil. 

Seventeen dusters rewarded the efforts of the 
wildcatter in Butley County. Since January 
1, Butler operators have drilled 81 dry holes. 

Of the West Virginia and Ohio fields the 
Derrick says: ‘Logan & McBride’s wildcat well 
at Winifrede coal works, Kanawha county, is 
1,800 feet or upwards, with little showing of 
success 80 far as they have gone, and the im- 
pression seems general in that section that 1,800 
feet is pretty close to bed rock. 

Captain Amos Allen and others are drilling 
for gas near Charleston, in the Kanawha val- 
ley. 

M. Hulings is doing more or less business 
with indifferent success about Gauley Bridge. 

Brown & Co., started a well near the Sanitar’ 








ium in Pleasants county, but work wassuspen- 
ded before the bore hole was carried to comple- 
tion. This covers all in the way of new work in 
Progress,” 

Southern Ohio is not without interest just 
now. While the largest show of work now in 
hand is confined to Macksburg, other points 
command attention as well. Dale Bros. & Co. 
&re drilling in Big Run southwest of Macks- 
burg, on the line of the abandoned Marietta & 
Cincinnati railway; it is 1200 feet deep, with 
enough gas in the shallow rocks to make drill- 
ing a disagreeable undertaking in connection 
with the salt water with which all wells in this 
country are endowed. An oil saver has been 
provided and drilling will be diligently prose- 
cuted. On the east fork of Duck creek—Penn, 
Robinson, Hamilton and Fetterman are drilling 
atest well. This venture is five and one half 
miles northeast of the center of the Macksburg 
development. Its location, to be exact, is on 
the J. H. Smith farm, two miles south of Car- 
lisle. The location has little to commend it, 
but in the oil business it is usually the unex- 
pected that happens, 

A well is being drilled by a joint stock com- 
pany in the city of Marietta, for oil or gas, 
either or both preferred. 

At Newell’s run, 12 miles above Marietta, to 
use a local phrase, Joel Bingham and others 
have drilled several wells, with little if any 
success up to the present writing. These wells 
have received much free advertising. One of 
the number, a shallow well on Bear run, really 
Possessed some merit, but the deeper wells are, 
generally speaking, looked upon as a hippo- 
droming outfit so tospeak. Without entering 
into detail, there are 30 sets of tools running in 
the Ohio field. They do not appear in the 
summary. 

Prospecters are still actively searching for 
new territory in various parts of the lower 
country. Their explorations now cover a wide 
stretch of country, extending from Titusville 
to Little Washington, 30 miles south of Pitts- 
burg. 

The Cogley field has been extending its length 
in a southwesterly direction, and there now ap- 
pears in sight a belt over three miles in length, 
with chances for adding still more to its area 
on the Clarion county side. 

The summary of wells completed and pro- 
duction is appended.

The number of well in the Bradford,field con- 
nected with the pipe lines on the Ist of August 
is estimated at 13,480. Estimating the entire 
Bradford region on (the basis of cight-tenths 
barrels decrease, the total decrease in stocks at 
wells during July, was 10,784 barrels, a daily 
average of 348 barrels. Subtracting the decrease 
in stocks from the total runs as reported by the 
National Transit and Tidewater pipe lines, 
Bradford’s daily average production for July is 
as follows:

Unjust Discrimination Against Own- 
ers of Oil Lands. 

The Pittsburg Pipe Line does not treat all its 
patrons alike. The producer gets the five 
cents premium offered for lower country 
oil by the new line, but the landowaer, who 
generally has an eighth interestinthe well, 
can secure only the market price—that is, the 
price of certificateoil, The Butler Times 
ventilates the matter thus:— 

In a conversation yesterday afterroon be- 
tween a Times reporter and a gentleman own- 
ing an oil producing farm, the wells of which 
are connected with the Pittsburg Pipe Lines, a 
state of affairs was shown which to say the 
least is certainly discreditable to the pipe line 
people, as well as being very unjust discrimi- 
nation.

are making so much fuss about the indepen- 
dence of the Pittsburg Pipe Lines, and its 
pluck in fighting the other company would 
not think so much of it if you were situated as 
Iam, and were unable to better yourself be- 
cause of this same line. I own land in the 
lower field on which there are some producing 
wells, and of course it isto my interest to get 
as much for my production as is possible. The 
wells are connected with the Pittsburg Pipe 
Lines, I, of course, having nothing tc say, as 
the owner of the lease controls the wells, and 
can ship the oil as he pleases. The line, so I aB 
informed, pay the producersa premium on oil 
over the market priee, but considerably below 
the price paid by the Standard Oil Company. I 
supposed that whatever premium was being paid 
by the Pittsburg line to the owner of the well 
would be paid to me, the owner of the farm 
from which the Oil is produced, for my share 
of the production, the oil being of the same 
grade and quality. In this I was disappointed. 
A day or two ago I went to sell my balance to 
the agent of the line and expected to receive a 
premium over the market price. Judge my 
surprise and indignation when, instead of re- 
ceiving the premium paid tothe company own- 
ing the wells, I was only paid the regular 
market price. If this is not discrimination of 
the most unjust kind, ({ am greatly mistaken. 
So far as my oil production is concerned I am 
completely in the control of the pipe line 
company and am unable to better my con- 
dition, and lose money on every barrel 
of oil I sell to them. If they would 
pay me the premium they pay the owner of the 
well I could not have much grourd to com- 
plain,even though their premium is not as 
large as that peid by the Standerd. They ssy 
that Butler county oil is worth more than the 
market price, but they don’t live up to their 
words, at least so far as I am concerned. I 
would like very much to know why they don’t 
pay mea premium on my oil when they say it 
is worth more than the market price?” 

The gentleman was very indignant at his ill 
treatment, and no one can blame him, as the 
oil owned by the farm owner is certainly as 
good as that which is the property of the pro- 
ducer, and it looks like very small business for 
the company to act so to one who is s0 com- 
pletely in their power, and who can not in any 
way help himself except by airing his griev- 
ances in the newspapers. 

Referring to the matter the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch says: “The boast of anti-discrimination 
made by the Pittsburg Pipe Line received a 
severe blow in an interview with a farmer in 
today’s Times. The pipe line announced some 
time ago, and before the Standard did so, that 
they would pay an advance over the market 
price for oil run by their lines. It transpires, 
according to this interview, that the pipe line 
would not pay the farmer owning this particu- 
lar production any premium on the oil he was 
compelled to sellto the company. The wells 
on his farm are connected with the Pittsburg 
lines, but the well owner receives a premium, 
which the farmer does not, as the owner of an 
oil farm is completely in the power of the pipe 
line, since he can sell his oil to no other party- 
It looks like the rankest kind of injustice on 
the part of the managers of the Pittsburg Pipe 
Line, The premium paid by Standard buyers 
is pald to both the farm and well owners. 

The matter is the cause of considerable dis- 
cussion among oil men,and if the interview 
remains undenied by the officcrs of the pipe 
line, it may hurt them among producers.”

The Standard’s Golden Hand. 

Producers of oil now think that if the Pitte- 
burg Pipe Line does not become a too formid- 
able rival in transporting and refining oil, the 
Standard will not throttle it with its golden 
hand. Befure Mr. Thomas Phillips joined issue 
with the new concern the Standard paid no 
heed to it. Too trifling. Now thatthe oil from 
his 70 wells pours through the Pittsburg lines 
thence to the Pittsburg refineries, the Stand- 


ard suddenly smiles upon the producer with a 
counteracting premium. And this premium 
will prevent the Pittsburg lines from securing 
patronage sufficient to alarm the Standard to 
such a degree that it would feel compelled for 
its own protection to buy its rival. 

Oil men are prone to study how they may 
continue the present state of transportation. 
They enjoy the premium. If they can but dis- 
cover the goose that laid the golden egg it will 
be duly worshiped. An oil producer, who has 
connected his oil tanks with every independent 
line since the formation of the Standard, and 
who was sold out every time, body and 
breeches, hopes the producers may be able to 
maintain the present competition. He thinks 
that competition is the goose that laid the 
golden egg; and he believes that the Pittsburg 
and Western Railroad could enjoy a heavy oil 
traffic, and thus materially assist the compe- 
tition that forces the Standard to pay the real 
market value of white sand oil. The Pittsburg 
& Western Railroad could, by erecting loading 
racks at convenient points, induce producers 
to build short pipe lines from wells near the 
railroad. In piping their own oil producers 


would save 15 cents per barrel, and the Pitts- 
burg and Cleveland independent refineries 
would be supplied with the superior white sand 
oil. Itis now generally believed that foreign 
dealers are disgusted with Standard methods 
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and prefer trading with independent refiners 
who depend solely on the quality of their oil 
for a continuance of patronage. 

The veteran producer expressing these views 
says producers will regret the day when the 
Present competition ceases to exist. He has 
as much faith in one pipe line asthe other, If 
the Standard becomes desperate and destroys 
the new rival, then producers once more be- 
come serfs; or if the new company sells to the 
monopoly the producers become subjects of its 
mandates. But with the maintenance of com- 
petition producers preserve their independence 
and obtain more nearly value received for their 
oil.—Butler correspondence, Pittsburg Dis- 
patch. 








Three Oil Refineries Burned. 


L. D. Mix’s refinery, on Commercial street, 
Cleveland, Ohio, was destroyed by fire Monday 
afternoon. Gasoline escaped from astill and 
trickled into afurnace beneath. The atill ex- 
ploded and others followed until the entire es- 
tablishment was in ruins. The loss will be 
$45,000, and the insurance is $12,500. 


A'750-barrel steel still, at the American Oil 
Works, in Titusville, Pa., exploded with terrific 
force at 10:45 o’clock Monday morning. The top 
was blown off, houses shaken all over town, 
and glass broken. Une hundred barrels of oil 
in the tank caught fire and burned fiercely for 
two hours. The City Fire Department, by 
strenuous efforts prevented the spread of the 
flames, which at one time threatened the entire 


works. The loss will reach $5,000, without any 
insurance. 


At 2:20 o’clock Monday morning a fire started 


- in the Doan Oil Works, Cleveland, Ohio, caus- 


ing three stills to explode. The blazing oil 
found its way into Kingsbury Creek and ran 
into the Standard Oil yards, setting fire to the 
agitators south of the New York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio Railroad tracks. The loss to the com- 
pany is out of proportion to the magnitude of 
the fire. Not more than 5,000 barrels of oil were 
lost and their value was less than $5,000. The 
loss on the plant is estimated at from $30,000 to 
$40,000. The fire at the Standard Oil Works 
smoldered all day, but was under control at all 
times. The loss will be $40,000 in crude oil con- 
sumed.

Cheap Lubricants. 


It is very questionable economy to use cheap 
lubricants, the nominal first cost of them being 
greatly increased by the repairs necessitated by 
their use. Here isan item which we cut from 
a@ paper on lubricants by Prof. Thurston. He 
says: 

“The tendency of black oil to produce injury 
of surface was called to the attention of the 
writer, some years ago, by a railroad superin- 
tendent, who sent samples of staybolt-rods 


whose threads had been cut, the one 
with lead, the other with black oil. 
The first was as smooth as could 


be desired; the second was rough, ragged 
on the edges of the thread, and in places the 
thread was completely stripped. No difference 
had been made in the cutting except in the 
choice of the oils.” 

True economy would seem to indicate that, 
where all things are considered, wear and tear, 
cost of power and attendance, the first cost of 
a lubricant is the last thing to be considered.— 
Mechanial Enginetr.

Paints for Exposed Metal Surfaces. 
(Concluded from page 20, Sept. 2.) 

The following is the process to which all 
water pipes should be submitted. It was in- 
troduced by Dr. Smith, and is equally applica- 
ble toany other kind of castings that can be 
maintained. Each casting is thoroughly iress- 
ed and made clean and free from earth or sand 
which clings to the fron in the moulds, bard 
brushes being used in finishing the process to 
remove the loose dust. Every casting must be 
likewise free from rust when the paint is ap- 
plied. If the casting cannot be dipped present- 
ly after being cleansed, the surface must be 
oiled with linseed oil to preserve it until it is 
ready to be dipped: no casting is on any ac- 
count to be dipped after rust has set in. The 
coal tar pitch used as a paint in this process is 
made from coal tar distilled until the naphtha 
is entirely removed and the material deodoriz- 
ed. In England it is distilled until the pitch is 
about the consistency of wax. The mixture of 
5 or 6 per cent. of linseed oil is recommened by 


Dr. Smith. Pitch which becomes hard and 
brittle when cold will not answer for this use. 
Pitch of the proper quality having been ob- 
tained, it must be carefully beated in a suitable 
vessel in temperature of 300 deg. F., and must 
be maintained at not less than this tempcrature 
during the time of dipping. The material will 
thicken and deteriorate after a number ;of 
pieces have been dipped; fresh pitch must 
therefore be frequently be added, and occa- 
sionally the vessel must be entirely emptied of 
its old contents and refilled with fresh pitch. 
The refuse will be hard and brittle like com- 
mon pitch, and, consequently, worthless for 
the purpose. Every casting must attain a tem- 
perature of 300 deg. F. before being removed 
from the vessel of hot pitch. It may then be 
slowly removed and laid upon skids to drip. 
In the case of water pipes, all those of 20 inches 
diameter and upward will have to remain at 
least 30 minutes in the hot fluid to attain this 
temperature. The coating, when cold, should 
be tough and tenacious. and not brittle, nor 
have the slightest tendency to scale off. 

In considering the painting of wrought iron 
it must be noticed that when iron is oxidized 
by heating in contact with the atmosphere two 
or three distinct layers of scale form on the 
surface, and, unlike the skin upon cast iron, 
can be readily detached. as by bending or ham- 
mering the metal. The outer layer of this 
scale is more highly oxidized than the inner, 
and is slightly redder in tinge from the pres- 
ence of a variable excess of ferric oxide over 
that contained in the inner layer. The oxide 
occurring in the outer scale is fusible only ata 
high temperature, is strongly magnetic and 
slightly metallic in luster, while the inner lay-. 
ers are more porous, dulland non-metallic in 
luster, less brittle and also less powerfully 
magnetic, It will be seen that the iron has a 
tendency to rust from the moment it leaves 
the hammer or rolls, and that the scale above 
described must come away. One of the plans 
to preserve the iron has been to coat it wita 
paint when still hot at the mill; and, although 
this answers for a while, it is a very trouble- 
some method which ironmasters cannot be 
persuaded to adopt, and the subsequent cut- 
ting processes to which it is submitted leave 
many partsof the iron bare. Besides, a good 
deal of the scale remains, and until this has 
fallen off or been removed any painting over 
it will be of little vaiye. The only effectual 


way of preparing wrought iron is to effect 
a thorough and chemical cleansing of the 
surface of the metal upon which the paint is 
to be opplied; that is, it must be immersed 
for three or four hours in water containing 
from 1 to 2 per cent. of sulphuric acid. The 
metal is afterward rinsed in cold water, and, if 
necessary, scoured with sand, put again into 
the acid bath or pickle, and again well rinsed 
If itis desired to keepiron already cleansed 
for a short time before painting, it is necessary 
to preserve it in a liquor rendered alkaline by 
caustic lime, potash, soda or other carbonates. 
Treatment with caustic lime water is, however, 
the cheapest and most easy method, and iron 
which has remained in it for some hours will 
not rust from a slight exposure to a damp at- 
mosphere. Although desirable, this method of 
cleansing the surface is impracticable in the 
majority of cases, and recourse must be had to 
scrapers and hard brushes to remove the scale 
of rust. Having obtained a clean surface, the 
question arises, What paint should be used 
upon iron? Bituminous paints, as well as those 
containing variable quantities of lead, were 
formerly considered as solely available, but 
their failure was made painfully apparent 
when the structures to which they were applied 
happened to be of magnitude, subjected to 
great inclemency of weather or to constant vi- 
bration. Recourse has therefore been had to 
iron oxide itself, and with very satifactory re- 
sults. Iron oxide paints are made of two qual- 
ities. The first quality ia the best adapted for 
iron work and is made by purifying the oxides 
and placing them in _ retorts, when the 
various colors are mixed with them. 
They are altogether submitted to seven 
distinct processes in the ccurse of manu- 
facture. ‘To insure large surfacing cual- 
ities, or the power of covering a large area 
with a small quantity of paint, the ingredients 
should be reduced to an impalpabie powder 
before they are mixed with the oil, and after 
mixture in first quality they are ground for 
seven or eight hours. The second quality have 
their colors chemically combined by mixture, 
andare not so carefully prepared, although 
they are excellent for common work. A pound 
of iron oxide paint, when wixed ready for use 
in the proportions of two-thirds oxide to one- 
third linseed oil, with careful work should 
cover 2lsquare yards of sheet iron, which is 
more than is obtained with lead compound. 
Oxide of iron paint endures a very great heat 
without material alteration and keeps both its 
color and preservative qualities well. The 
author is of the opinion that when used under 
proper supervision, no better protection can 
be found for iron structures than oxide or iron 
paints. There is this difference to be noticed 
between painting of iron and wood—that with 
the former, when a painter eomes to spots of 
rust that cannot be removed, he should en- 
deavor to incorporate them with the paint 
rather than paint overthem. The repainting 
ofiron involves carefully washing down and 
removing all dust, dirt and so on, from the en- 
tire surface, every particle of rust being 
scraped and chipped off, the work receiving 
from two to four coats in oil, properly ap- 
plied. The author would observe in eonclu- 
sion, that the real value of any paint depends 
upon the quality of linseed oil, the quality and 
character of the pigment and the care be- 
stowed on grinding and mixing, and as ail this 
is entirely a matter of expense, cheap paints 
are not to be relied upon. He is convinced that 
the superiority of most esteemed paints is due 
tothe above causes rather than to any un- 
known process or material employed in the 
manufacture, and their comparatiyely high 
price corroborates this opinion,

The volume of business during the week 
has been of fair dimensions, although no 
marked activity is reported in any special line 
of drugs. Values continue steady and the ten- 
dency is to a higher range of values, as noted 
below. Opium is without special feature, the 
demand being chiefly for broken packages. 
Quinine remains in the same quiet position 
that has characterized it for some weeks past, 
the bark sale in London to-day having no ma- 
terial effect on the market. Jobbers and dealers 
report a better trade 
and more full packages are moving than has 
been the cuse lately. Collections are coming 
forward promptly and no complaints are being 
heard among the trade on this score.

F. W. Bowyer & Bartlett, under date of Lon- 
don, August 24, In speaking of the opium 
market says: ‘Transactions during the week 
of Turkey growths have been chiefly contined 
to the “soft shipping’’ qualities, prices for 
which are rather easier.

Restoring the Duty on Quinine. 


It is currently alleged that the American 
manufacturers of quinine will make an effort 
at the coming session of Congress to have a 
duty placed on foreign quinine They are not 
agitating the matter at present, but the drug 
trade in this and other cities have taken up the 
subject and are quietly expressing opinions pro 
andcon. The sentimentin this city is against 
a change and very little confidence is enter- 
tained in the success of the efforts to restore 
the protective tariff. On this point the Phila- 
delphia Record says editorially: The foolish 
demand for a restoration of the duty on qui- 
nine will only have the effect of directing pub- 
lic attention to the fact that there are out- 
rageous duties on other medicines that ought 
to be repealed in the name of humanity. 
Ethers are su'ject to aduty of one dollara 
pound, or 78 per cent. on its value; chloroform 
is taxed 81 per cent.; collodion, 85 per cent.; 
gelatine and glycerine 35 per cent. While crud - 





opium is taxed one dollar a pound, the tax on 
extracts of opiam is six dollars a pound. In- 
fants’ food (think of that!) is subject to a duty 
of 20 per cent.; Epsom salts are taxed 64 per 
cent.; Kochelle salts 20 per cent.; mercurial 
preparations 30 per cent.; iodide of potassium 
54 per cent.; bicarbonate of soda 62 per cent.; 
strychoia 100 per cent., and cream of tartar 38 
per cent. It is possible that tke physicians of 
the country are not aware of these brutal taxes 
on medicines, else they might be expected 
sometimes to make a feeble protest aguinst 
them for the sake of their patients,

The New Orleans Drug Market. 


Says the New Orleans Democrat of Sept. 1:— 
Witbin the past year we have seen verified 
our prediction made in the last annual review, 
and many staples after reaching a point below 
minimum values in this century, have since 
reacted sharply, heavy advances taking place 
in many lines. Camphor continued downward 
steadily until March, when a slight advance 
occurred, since when the upward movement 
has been more rapid, and present value is fully 
50 per cent higher than the lowest price then 
ruling. Quinine has, on the other hand, con- 
tinued steadily declining, and while a tempor- 
ary check and advance occurred, this soon was 
lost, and to-day prices show fully 40 per cent 
against last year at this time. Cinchonidia, 
cinchonia, cinchonidine, quinidia and all other 
alkaloids of the bark are likewise affected. 
Cocaine, unknown a year since, bas reached the 
greatest popularity of any local anesthetic 
ever produced, and bas ranged from $1 25 per 
grain when first placed on the market to its 
present value of 10c per grain. Coca leaves, 
from which it is produced, have ranged wildly 
according to the price for the salt. Iodine and 
all iodides have advanced heesvily, also bromine 
and the bromides, all owing to combinations 
among manufacturers. ‘The same causes have 
sent up prices of bismuth and strycbnia. 
Opium shows a decline of fully 2 per cent in 
the past year, while morphine is maintained at 
full value regardless. 

We note a decline in chloroform, which now 
rules lower than at any time in the past decade. 
Castor oll remained at the same stereotyped 
prico during the entire year, but the present 
large crop will doubtless force prices down in 
the next few weeks. Linseed oil and lard oil 
are also lower. Turpentine has advanced 
sharply, and, while now receding somewhat, 
yet we do not expect any material decline 
soon. White lead has also advanced fully 20 per 
cent this season. Prescription vials are some- 
what higher, and the manufacturers of corks 
have made a further advance on their lists. In 
toreign proprietary remedies, many bave been 
advanced by the new ruling of the Treasury 
Department, assessing an import tax of 50 per 
cent on each regardless of values. Spices re- 
main in comparatively the same position,while 
the tendency is for higher prices in cassia and 
black pepper. The direct imports of drugs 
from all parts of the Old World to this city 
show an increase of nearly 200 per cent over 
the previous year, and we are now being rec- 
ognized as headquarters for all imported goods, 
Trade in this jine with Honduras, Nicaragua 
and the Central American republics, as also 
with Mexico, is in very promising condition, 
and daily accessious are made to the list. Al- 
together the future of our drug market appears 
more promising than in many years.

Mercury in Louisiana. 


A New Orkans correspondent in writing to 
the Sctentific American says: “Ina communi- 
cation from Mr. E. Wilkinson to the American 
Journal of Science, he says that native mercury 
had recently been discovered in a locality 
where its presence hitherto had been unknown. 
Cedar Grove plantation,in Jefferson Parish, 
La., On the west bank of the Mississippi, ten 
miles above New Orleans, was designated as 
the place where the mercury had appeared in 
small globules in the alluvial soil. Mr, Wilkin- 
son having examined several specimens of the 
soil arrived at the conclusion that the mercury 
only appeared within a limited area around 
a certain center, about 300 feet from the Missis- 
sippiriver, and for a distance of about 1,200 
feet from where the metal disappea:ed. In 
none but the upper stratum of that soil did the 
mercury occur in sufficient quantity to be 
perceptible to the naked eye. The presence of 
that mercury, he further says, had been noticed 
for anumber of years, but it had uot been offi- 
cially reported to the scientific world, to his 
knowledge, He also did not think that the 
mercury had been wrecked in so large a quan- 
tity, or that the results had been effected by 
the agency of man. 

More than ten years ago I wrotea letter to 
the Hon. M. Habn, who at that time was a 
member of Congress, calling his attention to 
the mercurial deposits in the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi. I pointed out to him several factsand 
localities where I had met with globules of that 
metal. In three aifferent places of the third 
district of the city of New Orleans, not far 
from the river, I had discovered during winter 
time such metallic globules with the naked eye. 

The globules, of a comparatively large size, 
were dispersed over the surface of the soil. 
From the existence in the parish of Calcasieu, 
underneath a big layer of sulpburets, of an 
apparently inexhaustible mine of sulphur, of a 
chemical! purity unequaled in the whole world, 
the idea struck me that the mercury I had dis- 





covered might have been combined in a former 
period of our earth’s history with another ele- 
ment, and been separated by some reducing 
process. The wide dispersion of the mercury 
through the soil frou its larger deposits, wher- 
ever they may be situated, cannot be wondered 
at on account of the metal being a liquid. 
Besides my discovery and that of Wilkinson, 
there igs still another one to my knowledge 
which will prove the existence of larger de- 
posits of that metal. Some time after a con- 
versation I had held with the late Dr. White, 
then president of the Board of Health, about 
my discoveries, he brought to me a bulky mass 
of earth, which he stated had come from Donald- 
sonville, La. The quantity of mercury appar- 
ently contained in it was still larger than 1 so 
far had met with. So much seems to be evi- 
dent, from what has been stated here, that 
somewhere 1n our State a large deposit of that 
valuable metal mustexist. It is, then, not im- 
probable that the poorest of the States in re- 
gard to mineral riches, a State which but a few 
years ago could not even contribute a stone to 
the Washington Monument, may yet become 
one of the richest; and well worthy, from the 
diverse indications we so far have received 
from its various mineral deposits, that the gen- 
eral Government should order a geological 
survey of its territory. M. SCHUPPERT, M. D.

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The Peppermint Crop. 


Charles Miner's peppermint distillery in the 
southern part of the town of Rose, N. Y., was 
destroyed by fire last week. The building 
caught fire from beneath the boiler, and the 
dry mint straw once in flames it was no use to 
try to save the property. Mr. Miner's loss isa 
severe one, as he hed a large part of what little 
money he had invested in the destroyed build- 
ing. Pat. O’Donnell lost one large load of pep- 
permint in the fire. 

The farmers say that H. W. Levanway isthe 
largest peppermint producer in Rose. Alto- 
gether he bas overthirty acres of the plants 
and expects to get from the same about 33 or 
%5 pounds to the acre. If he gets an even 35 
pounds he will, at the present peppermint oil, 
market, realize about $2,892 frora his crop this 
season. That’s better than raising wheat or 
barley. 

Chas. Pulse has about twelve acres of the 
finest peppermint we have seen this season. He 
complains, however, that the recent heavy 
showers have done injury to the crop, by 
knocking down the plants and tearing off the 
leaves. 

The peppermint oil dealers in this village say 
that among the many large yields of pepper- 
mint this season, that on the lot of Fred. Hen- 
dricks in Lyons is most notable. Mr. Hendricks 
hasa field of an acre and one-eighth, whose 
produce this year yielded 56 pounds of oil. At 
the quoted market price of oil to-day the value 
of the crep from the fiel 1 would be $154. There 
are very few similiar areas of land from which 
such a productive crop can be gathered.— 
Lyons Republican,

sold the ol from one acre for $92.75 last week.

Printing Formulas on Proprietary 
Medicines. 

The question, *‘Should proprietary medicines 

be required to give an account of contents?” is 
now receiving the attention of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, in annual session 
at Pitteburg. On page 43 of this journal for 
July 22, appeared some of the principal argu- 
ments in favor of requiring manufacturers of 
proprietary medicines to print their formulas 
on the labels or wrappers. We give below an 
abstract of a lengthy article on the subjeet, 
published in the Pharmaceutische Rundschau 
for September, which presents arguments on 
the other side of the question from a manufac- 
turer's standpoint: 
&* * In the discussion of this subject from a 
pharmaceutical standpoint, we sbould ask 
whether we are able to show good and suflici- 
ent grounds for such legislation; and whet her 
it would be of advantage to druggiste if 
granted. 

It can not be expected that the law making 
power will interfere with the privilege or 
rights which any class or trade have long en- 
joyed, unless there is some abuse to be cor- 
rected, or some benefit to be conferred upon 
the community. It will not be sufficient that 
such abuses are alleged or such benefits prom- 
ised; they must be real and palpable and 
acknowledged by common report as well as by 
demonstrable proof, If a certain line of usage 
has been followed in trade from time ‘*Where- 
unto the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary,’’ there must be some extreme call of 
public exigency or evident wrong which would 
justify a legal enactment abridging such rights 
or privileges or forbidding such usages. And 
the more so, as in the instance in question, 
where large amounts of money, time, effort 
and skill bave been invested. 

Since the}foundation of our Government, the 
custom of trade has been to put up, advertise 
and sell medicines Of all kinds, and for almost 
all purposes under such names and titles as 
their owners preferred; simply giving the 
name of the article or compound with the 
package and such directions for is use as to 
them seemed best. They have only claimed 
und exercised such right as any trader, mer- 
chant or manufacturer might do, of making, 
putting up, recommending or advertising their 
goods; and their only protection has been the 
same as others—at common law~—in their Trade 
Mark. That this trade has grown from year to 
year, until it has reached very large propor- 
tions, and has become a favorite mode of relief 
to very large classes of our populations, must 
be admitted. And the inference would natur- 
ally be, that there must be some sufficient 
ground, either in the natural disposition of the 
people to use such preparations, or the benefi- 
cial actions of the articles sold, or the paucity 
orinsufficiency of other means of relief to 
authorize or sustain so large a business. So 
that from the beginning, those who advocate 
such a restrictive law as the one in question, 
must take the laboring one of the argument 
and show the need of such law as a measure of 
relief or benefit to the public, It would hardly 
be sufficient to show that some particular class 
is suffering pecuniarily from the absence of 
such law, or for some changes in the manner of 
dealing in such goods, or because of the com- 
petition of trade, their traffic in them was un- 
profitable. The mere suspicion of such a mo- 
tive would be enough to take the case out of 
court, and must be avoided. 


The question is then, are we able to show 
that the manufacture, sale and use of proprie- 
tary medicines is injurious to the community 
unless the makers put the ingredients of the 
article upop the wrapper? What patent facts 
have the trade that proprietary medicines. asa 
whole, are injurious to the people who buy 
them, or are there any particular ones except- 
ed perhaps certain kinds of anodynes, which 
the trade know to be injurious, upon which 
the druggist can lay his hand and say that he 
knows that it is poisonous or injurious? If we 
are unprepared to take this stand, and make in 
good faith this showing, is it not unwise to agi- 
tate the question until substantially certified 
in our position? 


Is the pharmacist in a position also, to say 
that of the prescriptions which he receives 
from the physician and puts up for the sick, 
that all of them are such as he could indorse, 
or the results of which he had no misgivings? 
Is not the contrary of this the well-known fact 
and observation; and really would not his hon- 
est conviction be that, so far as he knows of 
the medicines and can judge of the effects of 
the advertised medicines for good or evil, that 
they stand upon a par with the prescription of 
the average physician? And if this be the 
simple fact, would it not be a very awkward 
step to come out in the course of a legislative 
inquiry in behalf of restrictive measures? 


The impression widely prevails amoug the 
more common or middle class of people, that 
the fees of doctors for consultations and visits. 
and the charges of pharmacists for prescrip 
tions are very high in price and not always 
commensurate to the curative value and 
results; and to such extent is this impression 
that in the larger towns and cities, the regular 
practice is regarded as a luxury for the rich 
and largely be) ond the reach of the poorer and 
even the middle classes. The extensive resort 
of such people to advertised medicines is un- 
doubtedly one of the results of such opinion, 
and they will hardly consent to any measure 
which they may deem calculated to interfere 
with their wanted supplies. * * * 

The origin of the prescription which is the 
basis of a proprietary medicine is, in almost 
every case, with some physician of eminence, 
or special experience or learning in some spec- 
ial line of pactice, This prescription may have 
been the one successful feat of his life, and is 
used by him for years—eliminated from its 
initial errors, and perfected in its short com- 
ings—until it has a value which does not die 
with the originator. Later un it passes into the 
hands of some proprietor, who commences its 
manufacture, and expends for years his time 
and money in making a market forit. At this 
stage its virtues may be greatly enlarged and 
overstated, and the public may be imposed 
upon by such exaggeration of its sphere of 
action; but rarely or never is it noxious or 
injurious Were itso, the public would soon 
severely let it alone to the grief os its owner. 

And really this whole claim for protecting 
the public from imposition and injury is now, 
and always has been, in the hands of the drug- 
gists. lf he knows, as he ought to know, that 
a proprietary medicine is injurious or poison- 
ous, be should not deal init,and it may be 
safely asserted that no customer would buya 
medicine if his druggist told him it would 
proveso. * * * 

But were the working formula of each pro- 
prietary medicine placed upon the package, as 
the proposal referred to contemplates, would 
not the druggist be able to ‘produce many of 
them and thus take a large portion of the profit 
which he now divides with the proprietors? It 
is a common notion that quite a proportion of 
druggists make up from pharmacopoeia! or 
private for..ulas a good cathartic pill in quan- 
tities, and from this vase they sell Brandreth’s, 
Ayer’s, Lee’s—-or ansy other cathartic or anti- 
bilious pill that is asked for. In like manner 
the dealer makes up a sulphur soap, carbolic 
salve, a witch-hazel, a sarsapariila, etc., and 
keeps all the profits instead of dividing them 
by buying the article from the originators 
whose advertisement have created the demand 
fonit. Itisevident, however, that this pro- 
cess of conversion could not go very far, and 
while it would be disustrous to the proprietors, 
the profits would be short-lived tothe druggist. 

In the first place the law does not permit, nor 
can it authorize any man tosay that he knows 
the secrets of another's trade or preparation, 
and because of such knowledge, will make and 
supply another's preparation; and the druggist 
and dealer so professing or doing, may be made 
to respond in damages tothe proprietor for the 
amount so diverted from the legitimate trade 
which was created by the knowledge,the indus- 
try and the capital of another. This principle 
is so well known and so frequently decided by 
the courts as to require no elucidation. * * 
While the druggist might induce some custom- 
ers to admit his re presentation and accept his 
production on trial, the trade would die be- 
cause the result would fail. The proprietor 
having no property right in the future of his 
medicine would cease to advertise and the en- 
tire business would come to naught. In fact, 
so soon as the confidence of the public, in the 
individuality and character of a medicine is de- 
stroyed as to itsauthorship and known virtue, 
its life in the jine of trade is gone pastredemp- 
tion. Nay,so tender is this plant of public 
confidence that it is not easy to transplant it 
from one man or one firm to another, and 
many really good preparations bave tailed to 
survive such an experiment. Even putting ad- 
ditional words, whatever their character, upon 
a well known brand of medicines, would so far 
cause suspicion as to the genuineness of the 
article as to destroy its profitable sale. Some 
of the old customers might continue to buy it, 
but the change on the label would cause enough 
customers to refuse it, to destroy its profitable 
manufacture. * * * 

Another serious reason which should be con- 
sidered is that any such restrictive law would 
bankrupt perhaps the majority of the country 
druggists, A considerabie part of their capital 
is now in proprietary medicines upon their 
shelves. The value of these is at once de- 
stroyed unless these articles can be sold in their 
present state. The proprietor will not exchange 
them, for his business is jeopardized; having no 
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protective rights in his goods, he can not con- 
tinue to make, and still less to advertise them. 
The $5,000,000 per year now paid to newspapers 
and periodicals for advertising these medi- 
medicines would suddenly be checked. The 
tens of thousands now engaged in their manu- 
facture and in the making of bottles, vials, 
boxes, corks, printing, lithographing, etc., will 
have to find something else to do, while the 
druggist, except perhaps in the largest cities, 
where these goods have partly passed into the 
hands of other dealers, must find his business 
very largely diminished. Besides, might not 
this result in a large accession of business to 
the constantly increasing number of those 
physicians, who deal out their own ready made 
medicines at trifling charges and dispense with 
the pharmacist altogether? * * * 

In a word, it demands that every chemist, 
specialist, and manufacturer, shall make com- 
mon property of all his learning, skill and 
technical knowledge for the real benefit of 
middlemen in the supposed interest of con- 
sumers. 

It will be seen that the legislation proposed, 
instead of being simple, is most radical and 
complex in its application, its character and in- 
ference, as it is also utterly subversive of the 
traditions, policy and long estabiished usage of 
this country; under which by securing to every 
individuat the results of his invention, ingenu- 
ity and skill, a property right is given to him 
in such discovery or skill—the country has 
achieved great industrial eminence and com- 
mercial prosperity. 

From the foundation of our present form of 
Government a wise, broad and uniform policy 
of encouragement has been given to every 
form of industry. The individual has been left 
free in the development of his personal knowl- 
edge and individual skill, in every lawful 
pursuit, and is protected and encouraged 
by securing to him, by letters patent, 
by copy rights, or by trade marks, a property 
and personal right, in all legitimate inventions, 
improvements and productions; the only re- 
striction placed upon the individual is, that his 
invention or production shall be new, useful 
and not detrimental to public health or morals. 
Under such encouragments from which no 
man and no class are debarred, hundreds of 
thousands of inventions and improvements 
have been made, and the industry of this 
country has been brought to a position of un- 
paralled comfort and prosperity. 

In conclusion we may also take into consid- 
eration the tendencies of modern trade, These 
are constantly and increasingly in the direction 
of handling manufactured articles rather than 
the raw material. The individual handicraft is 
being crowded out and superceded by tbe 
cheaper, better finisned and more complete 
article, of special manufacturing on a large 
scale by machinery and steam power. So that 
the manufacture of almost every commodity 
of modern life is found in the channels of trade 
rather than in the shop of the individual work- 
man. Chemica!s and pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, ready made medicines, prepared and 
preserved food, etc., are no exception to this 
rule. The change may be more gradual, but 
the manufactured article is sure to absorb the 
individual artisan or maker. The physician 
is every day carrying, dispensing or 
prescribing more and more of the manufac- 
tured preparations, and ready made and dosed 
condensations, and less and less applying im- 
provised prescriptions ordered from the pharm- 
aceutist or druggist. From the results of the 
modern laboratory his pocket medicine case or 
satchel may carry a week’s supplies in their 
concentrated forms, ot every article or medi- 
cine likely to be wanted in his practice, not 
only more cheaply, but more reliable than it is 
possible to a very large extent, to obta!n from 
local pharmacy. This change must for obvious 
reasons continually increase until the handi- 
craft of the individual pharmacist may come as 
little in play, as that of the individual artisan. 
Whether such change will be for the good of 
the trade or the profession or community, is 
not the question, We are simply discussing 
these tendencies of modern life, which are all 
important in advocating or yielding to changes, 
In this contingency and in our progressive 
age, feudal medicine as well as pharmacy seem 
to stand in asomewbat transitory position, to 
which the German phrase may not inappropri- 
ately be applied :— 

“Du glaubst zu schieben und wirst geschoben.”

Morphine for Quinine. 


The appalling frequency with which mor- 
phine is dispensed for quinine calls for united 
action on the part of pharmacists toward se- 
curing legal enactments regulating the keep- 
ipg of this valuable but dangerous alkaloid in 
dispensing pharmacies. A law requiring that 
morphine be kept in dram bottles and in a poison 
closet is, we believe, wholly or in part antici- 
pated in the great majority of drug stores, and 
cautious pharmacists may justly demand pro- 
tection against errors of unquestioned injury to 
the profession at large, which result not be- 
cxuse of inexperience or ignorance, but 
through a disregard of simple and inexpensive 
precautions. 

Mr. Charles G. Am Ende, a gentleman of long 
experience and wide reputation as a skilled 
chemist and trustworthy pharmacist, relied 
upon with implicit faith by the public of his 
vicinity and respected by a multitude of pro- 
fessional friends, after years of successful prac- 

ce dispenses morphine for quinine. In one 





moment of absent mindedness he who, un- 
known to the public, had doubtless by correct- 
ing blunders in prescription writing, saved 
many precious lives, mechanically weighs out 
the wrong drug, shatters the reputation of a 
lifetime and plunges a family and host of 
friends into the depths of woe by becoming the 
unwilling cause of the death of two innocent 
victims of his carelessness. 

Closely in the wake of this terrible disaster 
comes a report of a similar nature from Cairo, 
Ill., where a gentleman calling for 20 grains of 
quinine at Hall’s drug store, was given mor- 
phine by mistake, and taking the deadly drug 
was beyond help before medical aid reached 
him. 

Mr. Am Ende is held in $2,509 bail, to answer 
toa charge of manslaughter entered against 
him by Mr. C. F. Holz, father of Gretchen and 
Ella Holz, the victims of the error, and Dr. 
August Loewenthal, the writer of the prescrip- 
tion and the betrothed husband of Gretchen. 
The complainants appeared at Recorder Mc- 
Donough’s court, Hoboken, N. J., Sept. 3, ut 
which time Coroner Haughey began the in- 
quest. Dr. August Loewenthal deposed that he 
consulted with Dr. Conrad about the condition 
of Miss Gretchen and her sister, who were suf- 
fering from a fever; they decided to prescribe 
3 grammes of muriate of quinine, in four pow- 
ders, and 120 grammes of tincture eucalyptus 
globulus. He had called in person at Am Ende’s 
drug store (Cor. Washington and 7th Street 
Hoboken) about ten o’clock on Sunday night’ 
August 30, and informed him verbally what he 
wanted: the druggist put up the nredicines 
while the witness was writing the prescriptions; 
Dr. Loewenthal returoed to Mr. Holz’s resi- 
dence (Hoboken,) and administered one of the 
powders to Gretchen in a wafer and another to 
Elia; he gave them doses between ten and 
eleven o’clock on Sunday night; he was again 
called to the house about two hours later to 
attend Ella; her symptoms were 80 
strange that he called in his father 
and Dr. Kudlich; they were convinced that 
the symptoms were those of poisoning, and 
Dr. Kudlich advanced the opinion that mor- 
phine had been putin the medicine. The wit- 
ness hastened to question the druggist;on being 
shown oue of the powders the druggist was 
asked if it contained morphine; he tasted it and 
walked about fora moment in deep thought, 
beckoned the physician to follow him. He led 
the physician up stairs and,the witness averred, 
said he had dispensed morphine. The witness 
ran back tothe house as soon as he obtained 
the antidote, a solution of atropine, which was 
promptly administered to the patients; Gretch- 
en went under the influence of the poison at 4 
o’clock on Monday morning and expired less 
than four hours later. The witness said no one 
was conversing with Am Ende at the time he 
was putting up the prescription. Dr. William 
T. Kudlich, who was called in at 4 o'clock on 
Monday morning, deposed that he found 
Gretchen suffering from the effects of mor- 
phine poisoning; every effort to arouse her 
failed, convulsions set in and she died half an 
hour later. 

County Physician Converse testified that he 
viewed the body of Gretchen on Monday 
morning. He took charge of the last of the 
four powders, which was composed of mor- 
phine and weighed ten grains; visited Am 
Ende’s drug store and saw the two prescrip- 
tions writsen by Dr. August Loewenthal; the 
writing was plain; one was for three grammes 
muriate quinine, to be divided into four pow- 
ders, or about eleven grains to each dose. His 
opinion was that death was caused by mor- 
phine poisoning. He bad examined the bottles 
in the drug store; the morphine had, in addition 
to the large label, a red label with a skull and 
crossbones and in bold letters the word 
**Poison.”” 

Dr. Loewenthal, Sr., corroborated his son and 
Dr. Kudlich. Coroner Haughey adjourned the 
inquest until next Thursday P. M. Sept. 9. 

Inan interview with Mr. Henry F. Frank, 
head prescription clerk at the Am Ende phar- 
macy, a representative of this paper was shown 
the prescriptions written by Dr. Lowenthal 
which were as follows. 


B Chin. muriat, 38.0 
Divid. in pulv. No. IV. 
8. Taglich 1 pulv. in oplate. 


B Tinct. eucalypt. glob. 120.0 
8S. 2 maltaglich 2 theeloffel voll. 

Though away at the time, Mr. Frank’s under- 
standing was that the physician distracted Mr. 
Am Ende’s attention while putting up the pow- 
ders, by engaging bim in a conversation rela- 
tive to tincture of eucalyptus and its use in 
malaria. The morphine was in one of a set of 
dispensing bottles, one shelf below the quinine 
and diagonally about two feet from it. Though 
very distinctly labeled, the bottles were of the 
same size, and the only way of accounting for 
the blunder was that the dispenser,whose mind 
was diverted from his work, mechanically put 
out his hand for a bottle, the part of the label 
which was toward him agreeing with the name 
ofthe drug prescribed—(morph)ine muriate. 
With the exception of the matter of conversa- 
tion while the powders were being dispensed | 
the story agreed inits essential features with 
the testimony given at the inquest. Mr. Am 
Ende had, our informant said, taken abouta 
grain and a half of atropine sulphate in a cap- 
sule,in his fit of remorse when he discovered his 
error. Theattempt at suicide was, however. 
soon discovered and Mr. Frank lost notime in 
administering Magendie’s solution and sum- 
moning medical aid. Hereafter the morphine 
would be kept ina poison closet. Had it been 
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kept in this way before, the error would not 
have occurred, and blame must attach princi- 
pally to a failure to observe this simple precau- 
tion. Our reporter was shown four prescrip- 
tions which had been sent by Mr. Holz to the 
Am Ende pharmacy the murning following the 
mistake. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST ERRORS. 


A representative of this paper has interviewed 
a number of prominent retail pharmacists of 
this city, with a view of ascertaining the most 
effective means of avoiding errors at the dis- 
pensing stand. 

Mr. J. N. Hegeman said the great cause of 
trouble wasan endeavor on the part of retailers 
to economize on morphine by buying it in 
ounce instead of dram bottles. He invariably 
bought all his morphine in dram vials, and al- 
ways dispensed from the original bottle, which 
for greater security was kept away from the 
dispensing stand in a case devoted to proprie- 
tary goods. The bottles, 140z salt mouth, 
which added about 25c to the cost of each ounce 
of morphine, were utilized in bottling tooth- 
powder. 

Mr. Ed. L. Milhau has always made it a rule 
to buy morphine in drams only, and in- 
variably dispenses from original bottles. 
Another requirement is that each prescrip- 
tion shall be carefully copied in a book so that 
no term or abbreviation shall remain ambigu- 
ous. The idea is that the dispensing clerk will 
not commit himself in black and white without 
being sure that his reading of the recipe is cor- 
rect. Original prescriptions not returned are 
filed and preserved for several years. 

At the Hudnut pharmacy a prescription on 
entering the store takes the following course: 
The bearer is handed a printed check which 
reade: “Prescription No.——. Show this check 
when you receive the medicine. Preserve this 
check carefully, as it will enable you to have 
the prescription repeated at any time.” From 
this check are detached three coupons each 
bearing the same prescription number. One, 
provided with blanks, —— day, —— mo., —— 
yr., is attached to the prescription, the second 
is pasted on the bottle and the third reserved 
to be pasted on the wrapper. The dispenser 

leaves all the bottles he uses in compounding 
the prescrption standing on tbe table, a second 
clerk takes the prestription and reads 
it carefully as the dispenser tells him from 
memory what drugs he has used, then assures 
himself that the right bottles have been used 
and puts them in place, a bottle containing 
poison being returned to a poison closet. A 
gummed tag provided with blanks for the name 
or initials of the dispenser and check clerk, and 
date, is filled out, attached to the bottle, the 
last number compared with that on prescrip- 
tion and pasted on the wrapper, when the pack- 
age is ready to be given to the one presenting 
the corresponding check. Both the dispenser 
and check clerk are made personally responsi- 
ble for the accuracy of the work, and naturally 
exercise particular care. Whena prescription 
isto be renewed a temporary check is given 
and a tag attached by one corner to the bottle 
simply to provide, as in the original system, 
that the person is given the right medicine. 
This system of checking, we understand, ob- 
tains in the Kelley & Durkee phermacy, Bos- 
ton, in the Ditman pharmacy,and in some other 
large retail establishments. 

Mr. Muellenbach, of 4th Ave. and 8th 3t., 
courteously showed our representative through 
his dispensing department. His quinine was 
kept in the original container, one of the 
largest square tin cans used for the purpose. 
The morphine, in an original ounce bottle,was 
kept in a glass poison case a few feet to the 
right. He madeit a practice to check the work 
done at the dispensing stand himself, or see 
that it wasdone. Poisons kept in stock were 
under lock and key. 

Mr. M. J. Breitenbach said he never allowed 
two bottles to be on the prescription counter 
at the same time. The morphine bottle was 
kept on a top shelf, the clerk being required to 
use a step ladder to reach it. As an additional 
precaution the stopper was tied down. 

Mr. Bolton,of the Wheeler & Boiton pharma- 
cy, Brooklyn, said that in that store the pre- 
scription department was in a separate 
building connected with a tramway. The 
work of dispensing is checked by a second 
clerk. Poisons are kept in a_ closet 
the door of which is painted black and locked. 
When the door is opened and a bottle of poison 
is taken from the shelf an electric bell is set 
going and does not stop ringing until the bot- 
tle is replaced and the door closed. The re- 
porter was reminded of a drug store in Utopia 
where the morphine is kept in a poison closet 
the door of which when opened establishes an 
electric connection with a phonograph with 
microphone attachment, which yells poison! 
and bloody murder! until the dispenser fully 
alive to his responsibillty replaces the deadly 
drug. The proprietor of the Utopian store 
said that he would give up the plan on account 
of the customers coming to an understanding 
of it and refusing to take the medicine, regard- 
less of whether the warning sound was pro- 
voked by their own prescription or not. 

At Mr. T. J. Macmahan’s and nearly every 
pharmacy visited, morphine was kept in a poi- 
son closet and our reporter came to the con- 
clusion that the rule obtained in pharmacies 
generally. 

A daily contemporary says that Kansas 
druggists are reassuring their customers 
against poison, by offering to swallow a dupli- 
cate of every prescription they put up, As 


« 


Kansas is a prohibition State we should fear 
the brain of the dispenser would be in avery 
dizzy whirl ere hislong day’s work iso’er. In 
fact we think that a habit little better than 
that of morphine might be contracted. 

A writer in a daily paper says:- 


The only way to protect the public is for 
druggists to be druggists in the real sense of 
the word and not make so much monkey-show 
in their stores. Let them come down to the old 
rule, and a good one too: Keep your prescrip- 
tion clerks behind their respective counters 
and have boys and assistants to wait on the re- 
tail customers; then have all your poisons ina 
separate closet marked “Poison,” and to which 
the prescription clerk only has access, and you 
will see but few fatal mistakes. The caution 
of checking is, in my opinion, but poor protec- 
tion. In Europe but few mistakes are made, 
and why? Becauee the pharmacists there stand 
up to their profession and do nut, as here, make 
their pharmacies mere shops for the sale of 
drugs and soda water. 


Another newspaper correspondent suggests 
that the receptacle for morphine in daily use 
“shall by law contain only prepared powders, 
none of which shall exceed the maximum 
dose.” A third proposes the old scheme ad- 
vanced by a prominent Little Rock pharma- 
cist [the honor(?) of priority in suggesting 
which has been claimed by another druggist] of 
coloring the morphine itself. Wemay say here 
that Mr. W. C. Durkee of Boston, after consid- 
ering the following questions in regard to 
coloring morphine salts, came to the conclu- 
sion that the tinting of the alkaloid was not to 
be recommended: ‘Would it be possible to 
directly and strikingly tint salts of morphine 
with a harmless material soluble in the men- 
strua used for the solutions of morphine salts, 
compatible with the many substances with 
which morphine is exhibited, of sufficient per- 
manent coloring power, and yet not in suffic- 
ient amount to render the weight of a dose of 
tinted morphine appreciably greater than 
untinted? If this were possible, could tinted 
morphine be brought into general use in place 
of untinted?” The last question, in cur opin- 
ion presents the great difficulty. It would be 
long, at best, before the custom would 
become universal, and in the mean 
time, we think an_ unsafe _ reliance 
on color would be fostered, which might lead 
to a dangerous disregard of the label. We 
should be inclined to take a position with our 
color-blind pharmaceutical triends on this 
question. 


Our space wiil not permit of the discussion 
which this and numerous other preventive 
measures merit. But as one of the greatest 
sources of error lie: with those who fill and 
label bottles at manufactories, it is due to 
manufacturers and wholesale dealers to say 
that asa rule every precaution is taken to 
avoid errors. As an example of the systems 
employed, we take the liberty of briefly stating 
that employed by Messrs. Parke, Davis & Co. 
When any crude drug or chemical enters their 
manufactory it is carefully examined by ex- 
perts and given a number; this number is 
termed the “lot” or “historical number.” Sup- 
posing the drug is made intoa solid extract, 
that extract is given the same number on the 
books, if made up into pills the number either 
alone or with other ingredients appears on 
the books as constituting the whole 
or definite part of that pill mass, which 
shall be verified by careful weighing 
and comparison with amount of extract taken, 
ullowance being made for excipient. The 
weight of finished product must account for 
all ingredients taken. In labeling the labels, 
all of which were counted, must be accounted 
for. Only one thing is allowed to be handled at 
one table. Every prescription which goes out 
from this laboratory bears the historic number 
written by hand on the labelin red ink and a 
number standing for the name of the one 
who labeled the container. Should an error 
occur its source could be arrived at almost as 
soonas known. The infrequency of errors 
which can be credited to manufacturers and 
wholesalers is evidence that effective prevent- 
ive measures are very generally employed. 
Such cases as that recently in court in Brook- 
lyn, in which strychnine was found in the bot- 
tom of a bottle of monobromated camphor, as 
received from an English manufacturer of 
good reputation, suggests the greatest possible 
vigilance on the part of every one who handles 
drugs.

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 8, 1885. 

The market has been quiet but firm since our 
last report. There have, however, been several 
large contracts of alkali concluded for ship- 
ment over 1886, also considerable inquiry has 
been made for shipments of carbonated asb, in 
anticipation that the glass manufacturers will 
soon come to an agreement with their blowers. 
Caustic soda has been sold quite freely for 
shipment during October. Bleaching powder 
is steady under a moderate consumptive de- 
mand. Oxalic acid is a shade firmer and the 
same may be said of nitrate soda. Chlorate of 
potash continues to advance with stocks very 
much reduced on the spot. White sugar of 
lead has been advanced, while brimstone is 
weak and dull. The other light chemicals are 
all steady under an improved demand with 
prices steady and showing but few changes as 
noted below. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, under date 
of Liverpool, August 27, says: ‘‘Chemicals re- 
main steady with a considerable amount of 
business passing. Saltcake firm—less doing in 
soda ash and caustic soda. Bleaching powder in 
fair request for America, with more inquiry 
for the home trade again. Chlorate of potash 
again dearer, Nitrate of soda dull. Su!phate 
of ammonia neglected.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands is in light stock for prompt 
delivery—what little does come to hand is gen- 
erally under contract for consumption, and bas 
no material effect upon the market. Shipments 
continue light. as very few new contracts are 
as yet being entered into. The only business 
vassing is to cover current wants of consumers, 
who are only purchasing from “hand to 
mouth” at the moment, with sales of 75 tons 
reported at prices ranging from 1 40@1 50c, as 
to brand, quantity and holder. High test is 
only wanted in a limited way, and is procura- 
ble at 130@135c, as to make, quantity and 
holder. Messrs, Robert Crooks & Co. under 
date of Liverpool, Aug 27, says: “Business in 
carbonated and caustic has been active, espe- 
cially for the former, and although values have 
not advanced. are very firm at the quotations 
and an edvanceis expected. Large bookings of 
carbonated ash, 48 per cent, of favorite makes 
have been made at 134d. Caustic ash firm at 
144d. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes continues to meet with more 
inquiry for shipments over the year. Prices, 
however, do not show any material change, 
even though stocks for immediate delivery are 
light. Beyond the placing of a few contracts 
for shipment at about 1 30c no business of im- 
portance is reported. ‘The sales comprise 60 
tons at prices ranging from 1 32}@1 35c as to 
quantity, brand and holder. High test remains 
in the same dull position that has characterized 
this article for some months past. Now and 
then an order comes along, but they are few 
and far between. for shipments they are 
quoting 12744@1 324¢c as to quantity, brand 
and date of shipment. 

Newcastle soda ash, 43 per cent,at the mo- 
ment is quiet. Since our lasta steamer has come 
to hand, but with only asmall quantity, not 
enough to make any perceptible change in val- 
ues, as the bulk had already been placed for 
consumption. It was expected that ere this the 
glass manufacturers would have settled the 
wages question and been in the market to pur- 
chase stocks for the next fire, but as nothing 
definite was accomplished at their recent meet- 
ing. things remain in the same position as be- 
fore. For shipments during September and 
forward there are sellers at 130c, without in- 
ducing them to take hold, as apparently no 
matter how low prices are named, they do not 
care to purchase until that all-absorbing ques- 
tion of wages is settied. Meanwhile, only small 
jobbing sales are reported at 1 35@13¢c, as to 
quantity and brand. High testis in the same 
position,and in the absence of any active demand 
prices are nominal at 130@1 35c, as to brand. 
quantity, holder aud date of delivery. 

Alkali 36 per cent is again in better stock, 
consequently the demand bas slacked off to 
some extent. The sales comprise 25 tons at 125 
@1 35c as to make and holder. There has been 
a fair demand for B M 48 per cent which is be- 
ing supplied at 15g@1 40c as to quantity. There 
has only been moderate arrivals of high test B 
M since our last, all of which is under contract 
for consumption. For forward delivery over 
the year and into 1886 there has been considera- 
ble done at a price equal to about 1 35c, while 
for jobbing lots sales are reported of 300 tons 
at prices ranging from 1 35@15g¢c as to quanti- 
ty. fhe other high test refined alkalies are all 
steady at prices ranging from 145@1 55c as to 
brand, quantity and holder. 

Bleachiag powder remains in the same pos!- 
tion that has characterized this article for some 
weeks past. The arrivals continue light, thus 
no surplus stocks are reported asthe demand 
is sufficient to absorb them without any press- 
ing onthe market or cutting in prices in order 
to effect sales. Late cables report the foreign 
market as being steady at 47 to £7 6d, with very 
little offering from first hands. The Boston 
market has ruled quiet, though early in the 
week afew sales were made at a shade under 
1 70c, at the close, however, 1 70@1 75c was gen- 
erally quoted, There hag heen little jnqniry 


for shipments over the year, as many of the pa- 
per-makers prefer to buy only as current wants 
may require. The sales comprise 150 casks at 
1 70@1 75c, as to brand, test ‘and quantity, while 
in a jobbing way 1 80c is demanded. 

Caustic soda, 60 per cent, is not wanted to any 
extent, as the use of this article is gradually 
growing less and less every year. The sales 
comprised 150 dms at 2 80@2 90c, as to brand and 
quantity. High test, under light arrivals, is 
becoming somewhat scarce on the spot, and Is 
generally quoted st 2 62@2 65c. For shipment, 
however. vonsiderable business has been done, 
the sales aggregating 2700 dms at25744c for 
shipment during September and early October, 
while for shipment to Boston 900 dms found 
buyers at255c. The demand has been princi- 
pally from the West and for the near-by Grape 
Sugar Companies. Besid‘s this, there have been 
sales of 250 dms at 2 60@2 65c, and 175 dme 74 per 
cent to arrive at 2 60@2 65c; also 150 dms 76 per 
cent at 3@3 05c, as to quantity. Messrs. Robert 
Crooke & Co. under date of Liverpool, August 
27, say: “Caustic soda is firm and in fair de- 
mand; £8 17s 6d is generally asked for 70 per 
cent, but 1s 3d less would be accepted for most 
brands. Little inquiry for 60 per cent at un- 
changed rates.”’ 

Since our last there has been a small arrival 
of English sal soda, which is held at 105c from 
dock, while for store lots 110@112e is de- 
manded asto brand and holder. For future 
shipments there has been more inquiry, with 
sales of 150 tons reported at 1@1 02}¢c, as to 
brand, quantity and date of shipment. 

Salsoda American is meeting with an im- 
proved demand, with stocks becoming very 
much reduced in makers’ hands. The sales 
comprise 250 tons at prices ranging from 100@ 
102%c fob less 1% per cent for cash, as to 
quantity and style of package. 

Bicarbonate English, isonly wanted in a lini- 
ited way at the moment, and is procurable at 
344@334c, as to brand and quantity. 

Bicarbonate American, is meeting with an 
improved demand, The orders are coming in 
freely from the West and South for prompt 
shipment, which are being booked st prices 
ranging from 3344@3c fob, less 1% per cent 
for cash, as to make and quantity. There are 
rumors that a new factory is soon to be estab- 
lished, but so far nothing definite has been 
done except to talk about it. 

Saltcake at the moment is quiet although 
considerable inquiries are being made as re- 
gards shipments to come forward during the 
balance of the year; as yet, however, no con- 
tracts of any importance have been closed. 
The sales comprise 75 tons at 62}4@65c as to test 
and quantity. Domestic is meeting with an 
improved demand with sales of 100 tons re- 
ported at 60c for October delivery. 

Granulated crystals and carbonate of soda 
are moving freely at the moment. Prices con- 
tinue steady at 180@195c as to quantity for 
either make.

Acids. 

Acetic acid is not active though a good job- 
bing trade is in progress with rather more de- 
mand for delivery over the year. From out- 
side makers it has been offered quite freely at 
15gc cash. With the closing out of surplus 
stocks values are rather more steady at 14@ 
1%c as to quantity with sales of 28,000 lbs re- 
ported within the range. 

Since the disposal of the lots of oxalic acid 
that have been pressing on the market prices 
have become somewhat firmer and at the close 
7344@734¢ was the general quotation. Late mail 
advices rep rt a stronger market abroad with 
more prospects of an arrangement being made 
among the manufacturers to curtail the out- 
put and fix prices oa a more solid basis. It is 
reported that an oxalic acid factory is contem- 
plated at Sharon, Pa. If erected it will employ 
50 men at the start and be the only one in the 
country. 

There has been rather more demand for tar- 
taric acid durirg the week, but not of sufficient 
magnitude to cause aby change in values, 
Sales are reported of 25 cks of crystals at 43}44@ 
4444cand 15 cks of powdered at 44}4@45c, as to 
make and quantisy. 

For nearly all the heavy acids on the list there 
is an improved demand, with stocks in manu- 
facturers’ hands being very much reduced at 
the moment. Sulphuric acid 66 per cent 1s 
meeting with more demand, with sales of 5000 
cbys at prices ranging from 110@1 30c, as to 
make and quantity. Bulk and chamber acids 
are in request for forward delivery, and seve- 
ral contracts are reported for October delivery. 
Makers are well sold up and very few of them 
have any surplus stocks to offer. The sales 
aggregate 10,000 tons at $9 50@11 50 per ton fob 
as to make, quantity and date of delivery. The 
other acids are steady under a good jobbing 
demand, with no change in values to note at 


the moment,

Argols are meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand, with prices firmly maintained. Plates 
are in request though not active, with sales of 
50 casks reported at 23@24c, and 60 casks of half 
refined at 29@30c, as to quautity. 

Arsenic as is usual at this period of the year 
is dull, the orders being limited to such quanti- 
ties as current wants may require. For spot 
lots 24c is quoted but for a round lot this can 
be shaded, wnile for shipments on way or over 
the year 244@23éc is quoted as to brand, quan- 
tity and date of shipment. Red arsenicis meet- 
ing withafair demand with prices steady at 
644@7c as to quantity and packing. 

Blue vitriol is not active, though a good job- 
bing demand is in progress, with now and then 
an inquirer comes forward from the Paris green 
makers who are beginning to look around for 
next seasons stocks. The sales comprise 150 
bbls at prices ranging from 444@4}<c as to grade 
and quantity. 

Brimstone continues to come freely to hand, 
but as the larger part is usually placed for con- 
sumption previous to arrival, very little is be- 
ing stored.

Sample No. I. consisted of a solid, unbroken, 
turfy mass, with but little change in the origi- 
nal vegetable structure. It contained some 
lime, with traces of phosphoric acid as more 
noteworthy mineral constituents. The nitro- 
gen of the vegetable matter is that of a fair 
quality of its kind, considering the total 
amount of earthy material present. 

Sample No. II. consisted of a black-brown 
somewhat pulverent mass, with rootlets here 
and there interspersed; it contained more lime 
and phosphoric acid than No. I., but leas earthy 
matter. The smaller percentage of mineral 
matter accounts sufficiently for an increased 
amount of nitrogen as compared with No. I. 


Sample No. III. consisted mainly of a mate- 
rial similar to No. II., covered largely witha 
grayish saline mass, of an acid and astringent 
taste. Treated with water at an ordinary tem- 
perature avery acid solution was obtained, 
which contained a liberal amount of free sul- 
phuric acid, besides a considerable quantity of 
the. combination of this acid with lime (gyp 
sum), and with oxide of iron (green copperas). 
The presence of these compounds was evident- 
ly due to the action of air and of moisture on 
iron pyrites—a combination of sulphur and 
iron—contained in the rocks and the soils 
through which the water percolated which filis 
the muck bed. 

Wells located in rocks containing iron py- 
rites are apt to show a similar alteration in 
their character during the earlier part of the 
spring after a dry summer and autumn, when 
in consequence of a lower level of the water 
supply a more extersive exposure of adjoin- 
ing rocks have favored the oxidation of both 
iron and sulphur. This change may assume 
such proportions at times that the water of 
these wells will curdle fresh milk, and produce 
a more or less inklike abstract of green tea. 

A repeated pumping oyt in most instances

removes the cause of these reactions. An 
actual observation in this direction at Amherst 
afew years ago, after several years of dry 
seasons, furnished a striking illustration of the 
previous statement. 

A muck like No. III. is decidedly injurious 
to vegetation, and needs an exceptionally 
large addition of lime or ashes, and a longer 
exposure to the air than the average material 
of this kind, to prepare it for manurial pur- 
poses.

There is a pronounced improvement in the 
inquiries and orders for colors and dyestuffs, 
while prices ure on the upwardtarn. The feel- 
ing is considerably botter, but dealers in colors 
are not hopeful of making the business any 
more profitable. There is a genera) complaint 
of no profit, and one gentleman remarked that 
some of the wealthy houses were only in the 
trade to have an occupation. We hear of no 
important contracts being placed for colurs, 
but a good movement of small lots isgoing on 
and there isa conatant inquiry from consumers 
who are more disposed to anticipate future 
wants, provided business can be done on the 
present basis of values. Aurine is firmer on 
account of the higher tendency of crude car- 
bolic, and 60@62c is now quoted. 

Alizarine is not experiencing the improve- 
ment noticed in other lines. Competition is 
weakening the market. There has lately been 
more desire to push business on this article, 
and we hear of sales of 20 per cent at 2c, 
Other brands are held at 26@27c, with sales of 
160 bbls at the frst-named figure. Two import- 


porters are inclined to think that higher values 
will continue to rule as general markets are 
advancing. and that this is a good time for con- 
sumers to anticipate their wants. Domestic 
sumac has followed in the wake of the foreign 
by being quoted higher for shipment. The 
spot price is $48 per ton. and for future deliy- 
ery $5°@55. The reports Of short crop are not 
generally credited. 

Indigo has been in good request during the 
week and demands forlow grades of Bengal are 
still unsatisfied. Considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced in filling several orders for low grades 
Prices are steady and unchanged. The Cal- 
cutta circular of Reichold & Co. dated Aug. 1 
says: The manufacturing season is fully a 
fortnight later than usual, and we shall not 
be able to obtain any return of the first cut- 
tings until the middle of this month. On the 
whole prospects during the last fortnight have 
not improved owing to heavy rain in the manu- 
facturing districts. The yield of the plant isin 
many cases disappointing to planters and fears 
are entertained as regards the results from 
the Khoontees, owing to the general lateness 
of the season. From the Northwest we have 
reports of heavy rains and floods by which 
railway communication is partially interrupted 
and irrigation works are seriously damaged. 
The outlook at the present is for a rather 
smaller crop than last year, particularly of 
common indigo. Madras advices speak unfa-
